Judge Showalter Issues a 
Writ of Habeas Corpus. 


BANKING LAW ATTACKED 


Its Constitutionality to Be Ar- 
gued on Feb. 3. 


RESTS WITH FEDERAL COURT 


Judge Showalter in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday granted a writ of habeas 
corpus for ex-Bankers E. 8. Dreyer and 
Robert Berger, making it returnable for 
Feb. 3. The ground upon which the applica- 
tion for the writ was made was that the 
State bank act was a violation of the 
fourteenth amendment of the constitution, 
which guarantees equal rights of life, lib- 
erty, and property for every citizen of the 
United States. The attorney for Dreyer & 
Berger maintained in his petition that the 
State act was of the nature of class legisla- 
tion,” which singled out bankers for peculiar 
responsibilities not resting upon any other 
class of citizens. 

Because of this attack upon the coristitu- 
tionality of the act which prohibits an in- 
solvent bank from recelving deposits after 
the bank is knowingly insolvent, the two ex- 
bankers who are under indictment in the 
Criminal Court will not have to be tried next 
week. State’s Attorney Deneen and his as- 
sistants had their case all prepared yesterday 
when the federal Judge acted. There will 
now be no prosecution until after the 3d 
proximo, when the law’s constitutionality is 
to be fought out. 

The fact that Judge Showalter has con- 
sented to issue the writ now throws the case 
in the United States court, and, whatever 
may be his final decision, the way is now

FLEE IN AN EXPRESS WAGON KILLS A LITT 
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was divided into nearly a hundred petty sov- 
ereignties, which had nothing, not even the 
language, in common with one another. The 
dialect spoken in the sub-Alpine districts is 
incomprehensible in Sicily, and in the same 
way the language of Sardinia could not pos- 
sibly be understood at Venice. Hach of these 
petty sovereignties had its own traditions, 
history, laws, customs, and prejudices, dis- 
tinguishing it from its neighbors. It hadits 
own seats of learning, and, in one word, its 
individuality and independence, which it 
cherished. All these distinctions were wiped 
away with the united Italy, and, now that the 
people have had time to give the latter a 
trial, they have come to the conclusion that 
the old way was the best, that they were 
happier, more prosperous, more free, and 
certainly less heavily taxed when the petty 
sovereignties existed. The consequence is 
that they long for the restoration of the lat- 
ter. They might be relied upon, therefore, to 
take advantage of any revolution sweeping 
away the present dynasty to break up the 
kingdom into a number of federal states, | 
something on the same lines as the United 


States of America. 


Oppose the Dynasty. 
Rome would in this way become once more 
an independent State by itself, and the 
prestige of the Papacy, as well asits central 
position and past history, would naturally 
render it the headquarters of the federation, 
the Pontiff being the most influential pro- 
tector thereof. That is what the Vatican, 
though not the present Pope, has in view, 
and it may safely be taken for granted that 
had it not been for Leo XIII. standing in the 
way the Vatican would long since have 
brought about the fall of the dynasty by 
sending to the polling booths at the pariia- 
mentary elections, to vote in favor of a 
republic and against the crown, that 60 per 
cent of the Italian electorate which, in 
obedience to the behests of the church, has 
never yet taken part in the parliamentary 
life of united Italy, restricting itself to the 
municipal and provincial elections, . 
There is every reason to believe that the 
utterances of the Pontiff at Christmas, in 
response to the cardinals, were destined to 
warn the Italian government of the danger 
with which it was threatened and which he 
is endeavoring to avert. It may be taken 
that he wished to remind Premier Rudini 
how imperative it was that the Cabinet 
should abandon the present policy of an- 
tagonism to the church, which it has in- 
augurated since that arch enemy of the 
papacy, Zanardelli, was accorded a place 
at the Ministerial table. It need not be 
dreamt for one moment that the Pope really 
intended to incite the Italian people to rise

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FRANCE’S FRIENDLY GREETING. 


Ambassador Cambon Presents His Cre- 
dentials to President McKinley— 


Significant Speeches. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—The new 
French Ambassador, Jules Cambon, was 
presented to President McKinley today at 
II o’clock. The presentation was performed 
by Secretary Sherman, who did not receive 
the Ambassador at the State department 
according to the usual custom, but met him 
at the White House. 

M. Cambon was accompanied by Paul Le- 
faivre, who has been the Chargé of the em- 
bassy since the departure of M. Patenotre, 
and also by three other members of the 
embassy staff, all arrayed in full uniform 
and making an impressive spectacle on the 
broad portico of the White House. The 
party was received in the red parlor by the 
President. The speeches were a little out 
of the ordinary run of commonplaces, from 
the fact that they breathed on both gides 
an attachment growing out of the ancient 
alliance of the United States and France. 

The Ambassador said: * I have the honor 
to place in your hands the letters by which 
the President of the French republic ac- 
credits me as Ambassador to the United 
States. The sentiments of sympathy and 
friendship which unite our two nations are 
founded on historical traditions which con- 
stitute their giory in the past. Time has 
but strengthened them. The future will, I 
have no doubt, see them still deepening. 


The President of the French republic nag, 
been pleased to instruct me to convey to you 


the expression of his wishes for your per- 
sonal welfare and for the prosperity of the 
United States. It is for me a great honor 20 
be his interpreter on this occasion.” 

The President replied as follows: Mr, 
Ambassador: It affords me great pleasure to 
greet you as Ambassador of the French re- 
public to the United States and to receive 
from your hands the letters whereby the 
‘President of the republic accredits you in 
that high office. 

From the dawn of their national life un- 
til now the people of the United States have 
cherished ever-growing sentiments of 
brotherhood and esteem for the great 
French nation, whether as allies in the com- 
mon cause of liberty, as generous rivals in 
the paths of modern advancement, or as 
communities governed by the broad principle 
of self-rule. For feelings like these there 
can and should be no backward path. On 
the contrary, it is the patriotic duty of all 
to strengthen their beneficent influence for 
the future, and to that end I welcome your 
cordial offer of concurrence, 

„I beg that you will convey to the Pres- 
ident of the French republic my cordial ap- 
preciation of his desires for my personal 
welfare and for the prosperity of the 
United States, and express to him my 
earnest reciprocation of his wishes, not 
alone in my own name, but in the nant of 
the people of this union.” 


MORE EXPENSE IN THE ARMY. 


Increase in the Military Bill Explained 
on the Ground of Increased 
Enlistments. 


. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—The House to- 
day took up the military appropriation bill. 
Chairman Hull of the Military committee 
explained that it carried $23,185 ,990—$1 ,039,- 
781 less than the estimates and $56,746 in 
excess of the law for the current year. The 
increase in the pay of the army was due to 
the fact that the army was nearer its max- 
imum strength than heretofore. A new pro- 
vision in the bill required the payment of 
troops by the paymaster in person. 

The following bills were introduced in the 
House: By Mr. Bromwell of Ohio, to make 
all employés on public engineering works 
intrusted to the engineering department, ex- 
cept in employ of contractors, appointive 
by the officer of the corps in charge in order 
to fix responsibility for the works. Mr. 
Cooper of Texas, to make Sabine Pass, Tex., 
a subport of customs entry. Mr. Lewis of 
Washington, to establish the eight-hour law 
in all States and Territories. By Mr. Saur- 
hering of Wisconsin, prohibiting the false 
branding cf goods. By Mr. Sullivan of Mis- 
sissippi, requiring railroads to honor tickets 
which have been transferred. By Mr. Ma- 
guire of California, to prescribe the manner 
of holding elections for Representatives in 
Congress. 


EXPORTS INCREASE RAPIDLY. 


Gain of Over Ninety-three Millions in 
the Movement of Domestic 
Merchandise. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—The monthly 
statement of the exports and imports, issued 
by the Bureau of Statistics, shows that the 
exports of domestic merchandise for De- 
cember last amounted to $123,181,743, an in- 
crease as compared with December, 1896, 
of over $7,000,000. For the twelve months

Preliminary Relief Report. 

Portland, Ore., Jan. 15.—The report of 
Major J. H. Rucker of the Fourth Cavalry, 
who was sent to Dyea by the War depart- 
ment to ascertain the condition of affairs in 
the Yukon, was received by General Mer- 
riam of Vancouver Barracks. From his in- 
terviews with those who have come out from 
Dawson recently, and from his observations 
of the Chilkoot and White Passes Major 
Rucker recommends that if the snow loco- 
motive company which has a contract with 
the government does not convey the relief 
into the Yukon during February the govern- 
ment pack trains with sledges should carry 
the supplies across the Chilkoot Pass and 
down the lakes and rivers to the foot of Lake 
Lebarge during the month of March, and 
there await the breaking up of ice in the 
Yukon. The supplies could then be taken to 
Dawson in boats. 

The Chicago Snow and Ice Transportation 
company, which has a contract with the 
government to haul the relief expedition sup- 
plies from Dyea to Dawson, nofified Gencral 
Merriam today that they would be unable 
to start their snow train into the interior 
earlier than the middie of February. 

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18. — The War de- 
partment pronounces to be absolutely un- 
true the statement coming from Portland, 
Ore., that General Merriam, the command- 
ing General of the Department of the Co- 
lumbia, has been ordered from Washington 
to postpone the departure of the government 
relief expedition to Alaska. Reindeer will 
be used for transportation as originally in- 
tended. 

Seattle, Wash., Jan. 15.—[Special.]—Re- 
turned Dawson miners, who discourage gov- 
ernment relief are collecting supplies and 
will go back to the Klondike in time to reap 
a good profit by selling out in April or May. 
The present exodus is a race out for grub. 
Almost without exception the miners will 
return as soon as possible. 


ASK A CIVIL SERVICE CHANGE. 


Majority of the Republican Members 
of Congress Want the Law 
Amended. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—The canvass 
of Republican members of the House of 
Representatives on the question of chang- 
ing the civil service law, which has been 
eonducted by the Republican steering com- 
mittee, is about completed. Of the 202 Re- 
publican members of the House, the can- 
vass is said to show that a majority varying 
from 18 to 40 is favorable to a change in 
the law. * 

Chief Examiner Serven of the Civil Serv- 
ice commission was reéxamined by the 
Senate Civil Service Investigating commit- 
tee today. His testimony was in the nature 
of a refutation of the contention that the 
commission frequently had no eligible reg- 
isters from which to supply vacancies. He 
agreed that the rules should be amended 
so as to provide that eligibles not receiving 
appointments should be carried on the lists 
longer than the present fixed limit of one 
year; then these, to remain on the list, must 
be reéxamined.

After nearly all the other passengers had 
gone ashore the members of the Salvation 
Army who were on the pier were permitted 
to go aboard the vessel. The party was 
headed by Mrs. Booth-Tucker, who was the 
first to*see the General. She held a long 
private conversation with him in his state- 
room before he came out to greet the others. 

General Booth and his escort went to the 
Cosmopolitan. Hotel. There he read a type- 
written statement to his friends. After out- 
lining the work which he expected to ac- 
complish for the army while in this country 
he came to the subject of the late unpleas- 
antness between himself and his son. He 
said in regard to Mrs. Ballington Booth's 
mess: 

“T fancy that it will naturally be expect- 
ed by some gentleman here that I should 
say something with respect to the unfor- 
tunate separation that has taken place be- 
tween my son and the Salvation Army, See- 
ing that the matter has been a subject of 
public discussion, but I am compelled to say 
i have nothing to add to the information 
which has already been given with respect 
to it. Full cxplanation of the cause of 
the separation was given at the time, to 
which I am unable to add anything. As 
to the present affliction of my daughter-in- 
law, I have already expressed my deep sym- 
pathy with my son, both by cable and let- 
ter. 
„With respect to the causes that have led 
up to this illness I am totally in the dark. 
I have heard little more than has been stat- 
ed in the press. Commander Booth-Tucker 
and my daughter, the consul, have, I be- 
lieve, already denied all blameworthiness 
on the present leaders of the Salvation 
Acmy here for this painful affliction. 

“I wish it therefore to be taken for grant- 
ed once for all that I am not come to Amer- 
ica to denounce any individuals or to rail 
at any movements that have for their ob- 
ject the glory of God and the welfare of 
men, nor is it my purpose even to 
defend myself against any personal attacks 
that have been or may be made, whatsoever 
they may be or from whomsdever they may

e man. 


she confronted Merry. While the identifi- 
cation was not complete, the State’s Attor- 
ney’s Office and the Police department place 
— in her story and it is being investi- 
gated. 

Miss Johnson is a cripple. She lived with 
Mary Muller at the Green street house 
She and Miss Muller were alone when a 
man unknown to her, but apparently an 
acquaintance of the other woman, entered 
and demanded that Miss Muller see him 
alone. This being refused @ quarrel fol- 
lowed, and the man brushed past Miss John- 
son with a knife in his hand and stabbed 
the Muller woman, who died soon after. 
Before she became unconscious, however, 
she wrote the name of her slayer on & piece 
of paper and gave it to Miss Johnson, who 
hid it in a drawer. 

While Mise Johnson was detained at the 
police station pending an inquest, burglars 
entered her room, and, among other things, 
took the plece of paper. She has forgotten 
the mame, but she says she thinks it was 
Murray, Merry, or Murphy. The story was 
repeated to the State’s Attorney, who called 
in a number of detectives and a stenographer. 
When the woman had finished Mr. Pearson 
and the detectives accompanied her to the 
jail, and, after Merry had been informed of 
the new @ccusation against him, he was 
taken before her. The prisoner glared 
sullenly at the little cripple when he entered 
the cage, and said: 

Now, go ahead and identify me. I never 
saw you before.“ 

Miss Johnson looked at him for several 
minutes, and then, turning to her compan- 
ions, she said: 

The only difference in the appearance of 
this man and the man who killed Mary 
Muller is that her murderer had a mustache. 
It Chris Merry had a mustache he would look 
exactly like the man who stabbed her. I ber 
lieve he 18.“ 

“Chris Merry was wearing a mustache,” 
said Captain Wheeler last evening, in fe- 
ferring to the murder of the Muller woman, 
“and if Miss Johnson says she recognizes 
Merry as the man, with the difference in his 
appearance that his mustache is gone, I 
think it is a clear case against him. 
Merry’s mustache was heavy and black. 
He shaved it soon after the Muller murder, 
and was not connected with the killing at 
the time. We are looking for another man 
concerned in the case, and if we find him 
we will know whether Merry is guilty. I 
think we will find the second person before 
long, and what he will be able to tell will 
settle the story, one way or the other.“

Louisville, Ky., Jan. 15.—At a meeting of 
the directors of the Kentucky Trust com- 
pany, held at noon, an assignment to the 
Columbia Finance and Trust company was 
ordered and the deed of assignment was 
filed by the new President, P. D. Ormsby, 
this afternoon.

MAY BE MARSHALL FIELD 


If Selected the Track and Grand 
Stands Will Be Repaired. 


PREFER NEUTRAL GROUNDS. 


Two propositions were considered regard- 
ing a fleld for the annual championship con- 
tests of the Western Intercollegiate Athletie 
association by its Graduate Executive com- 
mittee yesterday afternoon. 

The first one came from the University of 
Chicago regarding Marshall Field. It was 
proposed if the association chose to select 
Marshall Field that the track should be im- 
proved and widened and that the porticn of 
the grand stand projecting over the track 
should be removed and that numerous other 
improvements should be made. 

The second proposition which was pre- 
sented as a suggestion and not as a formal 
proposition was for the new grounds in 
process of preparation at the south end of 
Jackson Park, Stony Island avenue, and 
Sixty-ffth street. 

D. M. Newman, an architect, presented a 
rough plot of the grounds as planned and 
explained briofly the plans of the organiza- 
tion backing the proposed new athletic park 
to a member of the committee, and it was 
decided to look the matter up and see what 
the new park would offer. The inclosure is 
accessible to the Illinois Central and Alley 
L roads, and has this feature to commend it, 
as Marshall Field is less easy of access. 
Aside from this the hotel accommodations 
near Marshall Field are not so easy of access 
as from the other location. Washington 
Park club’s grounds were also Suggested. 


New Athletic Field. 


A third-mile cement cycle track is to be 
constructed in the new inclosure in Stony 
Island avenue. Inside this is to be built a 
cinder track for sprints, and inside this is to 
be located an athletic field. Mr. Newman 
said that ample grandstand accommoda- 
tions were to be provided and that subway? 
would lead from the inner ove] to the outside 
entrances. 

The committee regrets the loss of the old 
grounds at Thirty-fifth street, as they had 
come to be a part of the annual intercol- 
legiate games which have been held there 
ever since the first meet of the present asso- 
ciation in the spring of 1894. 

The question of selecting a place which will 
be acceptable to the different colleges is 
proving a puzzling one, and the subcommit- 
tee will carefully canvass the situation this 
week and endeavor to arrive at some definite 
conclusion. 

There are a number of great athletic 
events to be contested in Chicago the comin 
summer, notably the big Western intercol- 
legiate games and later in the season the 
national championships of the Amateur 
Athletic union, which will bring to Chicago 
all the champions of the country. Anothor 
big attraction, second only to the A. A. U. 
games, will be the dual meet between the 
New York and Chicago Athletic clubs, and 
there is no suitable ground for these big 
meets in sight at present. 

It ts probable that the Western Intercol- 
legiate association may consult with the 
various clubs desiring to secure a field, in 
order to see if some united measure ca t 
be taken to secure a first-class athletic field. 


Neutral Grounds Preferred. 


It was agreed by the members of the Grad- 
uate Executive committee yesterday that 
it was preferable to hold the meet on neutral 
grounds if possible, as the University of 
Chicago would naturally have some advan- 
tage in competing on the home grounds. . The 
subcommittee consists of John Jamieson, 
Michigan; Evans Holbrook, Stanford; and 
D. H. Jackson, Lake Forest. 

Considerable discussion wes elicited over 
the clause in the new constitution forbid- 
ding the competition of students in the pre- 
paratory department of any member of the 
association in the annual games. The ob- 
ject in this clause, of course, is to conform 
to the rulings of the dig seven confer- 
ence as nearly as possible, and it was de- 
ey to make the ruie become operative in 

Nearly all the institutions except Chicago 
have preparatory departments, and the rule 
might hit some of them pretty hard if en- 
forced at once: One of the members of the 
committee at least was instructed to op- 
pose the immediate passage of the rule. 

Wisconsin, Grinneil, Purdue, Northwest- 
ern, Lake Forest, and Illinois have prepara- 
tory departments, and some of those men- 
tioned use their “‘ prep” athletes to good 
advantage in the big meets. It was pointed 
out, however, that if a student was allowed 
to compete while in the preparatory depart- 
ment it shortened his career while in col- 
lege one year undgs the four-year rule. 

A. H. Culver, in alumnus of Northwest- 
ern, appeared re the committee to verify 
his record of 1i\feet in the pole vault made 
in the annual games in 1895. The pole vault 
was the last event of the program at that 
time, and, as usual, was long drawn out and 
unfinished until after the crowd had left the 
field. Culver won the vault at 10 feet 9 
inches, and the other contestants left in the 
event tied at 10 feet 6 inches. Culver left 
and went to his dressing-room, but was sum- 
moned by some of the Northwestern con- 
tingent to try for record, and went back and 
cleared the bar at 11 feet, it is asserted, but 
this was not officially verified at the time. 
F. W. Wentworth and Mr, Wiley ot the Chi- 
cago Athletic association were judges in this 
event, and it will be necessary to secure 
their affidavits to the performance before it 
is accepted as a Western intercollegiate 
record. Mr. Culver was allowed time to se 
cure these documents, D. H. Jackson, the 
Lake Forest member of the committee, cor- 
roborated Culver’s claims, but not being an 
official, this was not sufficient under the 
rules to establish the record.

The exaggerated reports of the disturb- 
ances in Havana and bf American naval 
preparations have attrapted little attention 
here. English bankers, who have refused to 
deal in Spanish securities under any cir- 
cumstances, understand that the real crisis 
impending in Madrid is financial. Unable 
to borrow money in Paris or any.other capi- 
tal on any terms, the Finance Minister has 
obtained temporary advances from the Bank 
of Spain by resorting to a fresh issue of 
bonds guaranteed by the customs.

German Wars in Africa. 

We hear little of German-African colonies 
nowadays, mainly. because they offér no 
inducement to white settlers. It was, there- 
fore, with some, surprise that.

East Africa alone there had been in the last 
year nine separate wars entitling the par- 
ticipants to special distinction. The Gov- 
ernor of this country is a famous military 
writer and strategist, who knows Russia 
better than any other German officer. He 
is destined for a better post ultimately and 
is, meanwhile, enjoying soldier practice such 
as it is. 

Infamous Police Methods. 

Some time ago the German Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, Baron von Marschall, dis- 
covered that the Berlin political police was 
engaged in blackmailing operations, whose 
object was to drive him out of office. Baron 
Marschall is a broad, statesmanlike man, 
and as such is hated by the Prussian land- 
lord or junker class, who tolerate no one but 
men of feudal tastes.

London, Jan. 15.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
New York Times.]—In the view of the rest 
cf Europe France is seen today at her worst 
since the tiger-like outburst of the Com- 
mune. The scandal of the Panama Canal 
corruption was nothing by comparison, for 
that tainted only a single class in public 
lite. Nor was even the Commune itself so 
bad, for then it was only Paris which went 
wild, and it was the rest of France which 
roughly put it right. But in this abomina- 
ble Dreyfus crime the dry rot permeates all 
of France. It is easiest to describe the dis- 
ease as anti-Semitism, as that is what one 
sees on the surface. 

The chtap papers, like the Libre, the Pa- 
role, the Patric, and the Petit Journal, which 
have the biggest circulations, have been 
for years preaching destruction to the Jews 
untl they have filled the weak and Ml-bal- 
anced brains of their hundreds of thousands 
tf readers with the most savage ideas. But 
in reality anti-Semitism is a symptom, and 
mot the disease itself. The true malady is 
degeneracy. The French are no longer able 
to keep up with the rest of the world under 
the tremendous strain of the pace at which 
contemporary civilization moves. They 
have broken down by the wayside.

World.j-—-Professor Gustav Braun, director 
ef the obstetric department of the great 
hospital, said today: Schenk's assertion 
is most improbable and should be distrusted, 
But, however improbable, I will not deny 
its possibility.” 
AnétheF Yirst rate authority, Professor 
Ghrobak, says: Everything pertaining to 
the question is so much shrouded in mys- 
tery that no serious man’s observations on 
the subject ean be refuted without good 
grounds. Whenever Schenk explains his 
discovery European scientists will give their

Physiologist Sigmund Exner said: “If 
Schenk's discovery holds good it is of the 
very first importance and will change the 
course of the world. Not much work has 
been done by Vienna scientists in this line 
and great respect is given to Schenk's 
Work.“ 

All Vienna professors and scientists are 
indignant, with Schenk for having published 
otherwise than through some scientific body. 
They are consulting whether Schenk has not 
committed a disciplinable offense. How- 
ever, all admit if he can prove his asser- 
tlons he has scored the greatest scientific 
discovery of the century. 


Believes It Settled by Nature. 
{SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Paris, Jan. 15.--[Copyright, 1808, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World.]—Dr. J. V. Prendergast, 1 Rue 
d' Anjou, and a leading practitioner in the 
British-American colony, said: 

Dr. Schenk goes very far. He supposes 
we can dictate 4o nature. It is recognized 
by the medical faculty that there are more 
red corpuscles in the blood of males than 
females, but where he differs from the pres- 
ent medical beHef is in holding that he can 
from the beginning modify development. 
Schenk thinks sex is settled By nature from 
the outset, whereas the established belief is 
that nature suspends its decision until the 
embryo is ready to take either the male or 
female form. Such is not my view, although 
we must be prudent about rejecting any sei- 
entifie theory, especially coming from a man 
of Professor Schenk's standing. I think 
Professor Virchow gave the hardest knock 
to Schenk's claim by simply asking: ‘And 
what of twins?” 

Charles Richter, professor of physiology 
at the Institute of Medicine, said: ‘ There 
is no physiological law of the germ of.sex. 
It may be in the cell ab initio, but we are 
not sure, It is more probable that the cell 
molecules are molds which may take one 
form’ or another under the influence of 
things other than blood food, It is wonder- 
ful how little we have penetrated the mys- 
tery of life-giving-—the touch which brings 
life into recognizable being. I do not agree 
with Schenk that everything depends on 
the woman, If that were so, man would be 
unnecessary. If anything sex depends on 
the man. Eve was in a sense Adam's child.“ 


All Involved in Mystery. 


Dr. Mathias. Duval, chief embryological 
authority of France, said: 

There are a grgat many things, even sup- 
posing the chain of reasoning perfect, be- 
tween the nutrition of blood and formation 
celle—activities which may completely 
paralyze development. Take digestion; 
how is Dr. Schenk to make sure that it will 
be always normal? It is all very well to say 
feed a person in a certain way and you will 
produce certain results. We cannot say 
more than that eertain nourishment pro- 
duces heat; 
life. What form of life is Hkely to be pro- 
duced we cannot say, nor, so far as we be- 
lieve yet, can Dr. Schenk. I regard with 
doubt the notion that the greater proportion 
of red corpuscles in the male has anything 
to do with the ultimate sex. All we can say 
is the males are stronger than the females, 
and have, therefore, more red corpuscles, 
but you cannot reverse the reason and say 
because the father has more than the 
mother the child will therefore be a male 
or that by putting more into the mother’s 
blood you assure a male offspring. No, Iam 
not satisfied, though, as I said before, we 
must benevolently wait to see.“ 


Regards Him as an Enthusiast. 

Dr. Cornil, Senator, said: 

Dr. Schenk s an enthusiast, and, being 
amazed, perhups, at having six sons, must 
have been ceptivated at the idea that he 
could produce sons at will. He does not 
tell us how he fed the mother. I would like 
to hear what she hastosay. I do not dream 
of doubting his word, but an incomplete 
induction is no proof unless the number of 
cases from which the induction is made 18 
enormous. The ‘ratio of boy to girl births 
is pretty nearly, the same in all countries, 
but the food mothers eat differs widely. It 
is reasonable to say ‘I can produce a weak 
child or @ strong child at will,’ but even in 
this you may be wrong.“ 


Found True in Frogs. 

Dr. Henneguy, professor of embryology 
at the College of France, said: “‘ Schenk’s 
researches are only novel as regards human 
beings. Professor Yiing of Geneva has 
positively succeeded in alimenting frogs, 
and found by feeding them on substantial 
diet, such as meat, he could produce males 
at will. These experiments we have yeri- 
fied in Paris, -Theierey’s idea if eggs were 
fecundated long after their entrance into 
the matrice that the product would be male, 
and if early would be female, has not been 
proved. That is the overwhelming objection 
to Virchow’'s question of twins of different 
sex. A pigeon almost always lays two eggs 
at a time, and nearly always one is a male 
and the other female. There is no embryo 
in the ess It is only by fecundation that 
the egg acquires life. At the start there is 
no sex. After six weeks the sex can be 
prognosticated among some animals.“ 

Tou think if Schenk is right one should 
be able to influence sex at the moment when 
the embryo comes into being? 

“ Evidently, but how is one to tell the 
exact moment? In addition, the determina- 
tion of sex depends on many things of 
which we know nothing. For all we know, 
an egg may be already determined as to the 
sex before the embryo enters it. On the 
whole, we must wait.” |

English scientists are reticent about pro- 
nouncing as yet upon its practicability. 
Dr, James Duncan, Henrietta street, Co- 
vent Garden, one of the most eminent of 
English obstetricians, said: I have been 
afty-one years practicing midwifery. and 
although I have examined many theories 
I have never found one to bear scientific 
scrutiny. Dr. Schenk’s explanation points 
to the provision of guitable nourishment for 
women, so that the right number of red 
corpuscles may be provided as required by 
the male in embryo. Poorly nourished fe- 
males, according to his theory, would be 
unable to produce male offspring, but this 
is contrary to experience. Thousands of 
weakly, anemic women produce male chill 
dren. I could point to scores of cases where 
their infants have always been boys, while, 
on the other hand, women of full habit only 
had female children. Dr, Schenk says his 
treatment has been suecessful in fourtgen 
eases, which is probably quite accurate, 
but he does not tell in how many he has been 
unsuccessful. Then how does he account 
for boy and girl twins? I am intensely in- 
terested in the subject, but reserve all judg- 
ment till I have further evidence to guide 
me.“ 

Dr, Kidd, George street, Hanover square, 
another leading obstetrician, said: | 

I am disinclined to believe in the discov- 
ery, The explanation of the theory does 
not satisfy me, and I don’t think the evi- 
dence of all the successful treatments con- 
clusive or satisfactory.” 

Dr, Griffith of St. Bartholomew's Hospitals 
was much interested, but said; 

“I do not think much of Dr. Schenk’s the- 
ory so far as I have read. A Cambridge 
scientist put torward a similar theory long 
ago and gave more scientific data than 
Schenk has yet provided.“ 


NOT IMPROBABLE TO SCIENCE. 


Professor MacCloskie of Princeton Says 
That the Discovery Will Solve 
a Problem. 


Princeton, N. J., Jan. 13.—[Speclal to the 
World. I—- Professor George MacCloskie of 
the School of Science at Princeton Uni- 
versity, when interviewed concerning Fro- 
fessor Schenk's discovery, said he was in- 
tensely interested in the matter, and so far 
as science was concerned thought it not 
improbable. Professor MacCloskie said to 
the World correspondent: 

1 know nothing about Professor 
Schenk’s discovery aside from what I have 
seen in the World, but I can say that such 
a thing is not improbable to science. 

It is a historical fact that in times of 
searcity or famine more males than females 
are born, while in times of abundance fe- 
males are inclined to predominate. 

‘Where sheep have rich feed the per- 
centage of females is from 60 to 80. Work- 
ing bees in times of plenty are changed to 
qusens. ; 

“In plant life this same tendency is 
noticeable. When the hemp plant is nearly 
starved the male flowers are in abundance, 
while richly fed flowers produce the most 
females, 

There is certainly a possibility of Pro- 
fessor Schenk's discovery proving success- 
ful, and if so it may tend to solve the prob- 
lem put forth by those upholding the Mal- 
thusian doctrine.” 

Continuing on this point, Professor Mac- 
Closkie said: : 

Modern science has been confronted with 
two very serious problems—namely: the in- 
erease of population and the decrease in the 
supply of food. The latter problem will have 
to be met and will, indeed, in the near future 
be so met by the production of food by 
artificial means. 

There is no way, then, to decrease the 
population, except by the birth of a larger 
number of human males than of females. 
That is what Professor Schenk'# scheme, if 
successful, will in all probability bring about. 

I it is possible to apply to man. as it 
is to plants and lower animals, the principle 
of selection, the food that the mother of a 
male would have to take, would be only as 
much in amount as would satisfy her hunger 
without giving very much sustenance, while 
to produce females very rich and sustain- 


ing food would be required. 


J consider that the power of sex selec- 
tion is a necessary one, and that it will cer- 
tainly be made a practicable thing sooner 
or later.’’—New York World,

“I have read all that has been published 
in the World about Professor Schenk's 
discovery.

Edmund B. Wilson, Professor of Zotlogy 
at Columbia University and the author of 
the work, The Cell in Development and 
Inheritance,“ said: 

“I have read the World interview with 
Professor Schenk with a great deal of in- 
terest. 

With frogs and butterſſies it has been 
satisfactorily demonstrated that by alter- 
ing the character of food the percentage of 
sex can be determined. This has also re- 
centiy been shown with some microscopic 
creatures. 

The higher the percentage of albuminous 
food the higher will be the percentage of 
females. Where the parent is underfed 
there will be a larger percentage of males. 
Nutrition has a great influence and is 
known to determine sex in many cases.

Paris, Jan. 15.— [Copyright, 1898, by the 
Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. ]—I called today on Emil Zola at his 
Päris residence to ascertain his views on the 
subject of the proseeution now instituted 
against him by the french government for 
his charges against high military officers in 
connection with the Dreyfus scandal. Zola 
was overwhelmed with work, having had 
numerous eallers. He could give mo only a 
couple ef minutes. He seemed elated at the 
prospect of prosecution, and said: 

„1 anticipate it not only with confidence 
but with joy. I did not deliver my chal- 
lenge lightly. 1 resolved to force the hands 
ef the government; to expose this atrocious 
injustice; and I have succeeded. Should I 
not, therefore, feel triumphant? Now Iam 
eertain the liberation of Dreyfus cannot be 
much longer delayed. There will at last hea 
trial in the full light of day. Our proofs will 

be produced. They are complete and over- 
whelming. I cannot discuss them with you, 
but I ask my friends everywhere to rely that 
I am working for nothing but the vindication 
of justice. I do not attack our army, No 
man has greater tenderness or greater re- 
spect for it. I accuse the military chiefs of 
conniving at this great injustice and shall 
prove my words. I can say no more at 
present.“ 

I saw Mme. Dreyfus, who, in reply to an 
inquiry, said: ‘‘ It fs a calumnious falsehood 
to state that my poor husband confessed his 
guilt. He always protested and continues to 
protest his absolute innocence, A fair and 
open inquiry is all we need to establish it.” 

Mme, Dreyfus bore traces in her beautiful 
face of the ordeal she recently went through. 
She was pale and agitated and spoke as one 
in a high state of nervous tension. 


Strong Appeal Is Made.

The Cabinet has decided that it will not 
agree to aceept the interpellation today on 
the subject of the imprisonment of Dreyfus, 
because, the Ministers claim, there is no 
ground for reopening Thursday’s debate. 

London, Jan. 15.—The new phase into which 
the Dreyfus case has entered is a distinct 
advance. The era of secret courts-martial 
is over, and a civil and public court will have 
to investigate Emile Zola's charges of per- 
sistent distortion of justice, The behavior 
of military authorities in burking the in- 
quiry casts the gravest reflections upon the 
oft-aseerted honor of the French army, 
which has shown an obstinate determination 
to stick together, right or wrong. 

Outside of France, all of Burope believes 
Dreyfus is the victim of a villainous con- 
spiracy, and the prosecution of Zola has 
broadened the question, for the whole 
French army is now virtually placed on trial. 
The gravity of the situation is enhanced be- 
cause the whole of France is in a state of 
growing hysterical excitement. 


Security May Be Temporary. 

Temporarily, the republic is generally sup- 
ported throughout the country; but history 
shows that similar hysteria has frequently 
led to violence and chaos. When France is 
able to analyze the situation, and should the 
suspicion spread that the honor of the army 
is really affected the consequences to the 
republic might be of the most serious de- 
scription. The Panama scandals have de- 
filed political life and the law courts have 
been discredited; therefore, if respect for the 
army must also be surrendered, the desire 
to change the government may be irrepresa- 
sible, in which case the temptation for the 
leaders to divert the attention of the coun- 
try to a foreign war will be well nigh irre- 
sistible. Hence the deep interest of France's 
neighbors. 

For the moment the intense excitement 
will probably find an outlet in the renewal of 
the spectacle presented during the liveliest 
days of Boulanglisum. Hot altercations in the 
streets leading to assaults are frequent, the 
police are guarding the houses of prominent 
Dreyfusians, and it is impossible to foresee 
where the arrests will end. Slander and de- 
nunciation are so rampant that the author- 
ities are taking special precautions to pre- 
vent the caluminated from taking the law 
into their own hands. Duels have already 


yesulted. 
Fear of Riots in Paris. 


A monster manifestation is preparing in 
Paris for Sunday. Allegedly it is anti- 
Dreyfusian. Really it is anti-Semitic, and, 
unless prohibited, it is feared serious riots 
may be the sequel. 

Temporarily overshadowed, the move- 
ments of the French on the upper Nile are 


again becoming unpleasantly prominent to 


those who imagined that Great Britain had 
undisputed ciaims upon those regions. It 
is immaterial to discuss the exact where- 
abouts of the French expeditions. It suf- 
fices that, according to the bulk of evidence, 
they have penetrated to Bahr-Ghazal, the 
most fertile province of the Egyptian Sou- 
dan, with the distinct mandate of their 
government. If this is true, and the dec- 
larations of successive British Cabinets 
mean anything, M. Hanotaux, the French 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, has brought 
about a casus belll. 

Thus far M. Hanotaux seemg to have the 
advantage, but the game is dangerous. 
Fear of war ‘with France will not stop 
Great Britain from recovering the whole 
Egyptian Soudan and driving out any French 
expeditions which may be found there when, 
in the opinion of the Marquis of Salisbury, 
the proper time has arrived. 


Russia in the Background. 

In the meantime, Prince Henry of Or- 
leans is fitting out at Marseilles, and evi- 
dently with the approval of the govern- 
ment, an armed expedition to subdue the 
equatorial provinces which the Negus pre- 
sented, claiming they had belonged to 
Abyssinia in prehistoric times; but in re- 
ality, these provinces are identical with 
those Great Britain is seeking to restore to 
Egypt. So perhaps there is some truth in 
the story that the activity of the British is 
due to the Egyptian intelligence depart- 
ment learning that the French Abyssinian 
troops have reached Fashoda, that King 
Menelek is preparing reinforcements with 
the intention of following up this success 
and that a common policy, which is morally 
supported by Russia, unites France and 
Abyssinia. .

GOLD STANDARD FOR INDIA. 


Finance Minister Says a Great Adv ance 
Has Been Made in That 


Diregtion. 


Calcutta, Jan. 15.—Sir James Westland, 
the Finance Minister of the Council, at yes- 
terday’s meeting of that body madea speech 
in which he said he was unable to give 
a final reply to the question of the introduc- 
tion of the gold standard. One thing was 
clear, he continued—a great advance had 
been made in the direction contemplated 
by the authors of the policy of 1893, that 
the gold standard would become possible. 
Many obscure points had been determined 
by actual experience. The disaster of 1807

Gordon Bennett, proprietor of the New York 
Herald, says the vessel is intended to estab- 
lish a yachting record across the Atlantic.

CANCELED CHECKS SHOWN. 


— 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 15.—The Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce this 
morning resumed its hearing on the anti- 
scalping bill. Pending the resumption of 
the testimony of George M. McKenzie of 
Chicago a statement was submitted to the 
committee by Bert W. Lyon, editor of the 
Commercial Traveller of St. Louis. 

Mr. Lyon said that F. J. Feely of Chicago 
and P. E. Dow of New York did not repre- 
sent the 350,000 traveling salesmen of this 
country. He was satisfied that the great 
majcrity of travelers was in favor of the 
pending bl. He thought it absurd to sup- 
pose that the hundreds of thousands of 
commercial travelers could not make ar- 
rangements with the railroads as favorable 
to themselves as the few thousand ticket 
brokers could make for them. 


McKenzie the Star Witness. 


Mr. McKenzie, the Chicago ticket broker, 
then resumed his testimony. He presented 
affidavits from various ticket brokers in 
Chicago, St. Louis, Boston, Louisville, and 
other cities setting forth that they had 
purchased tickets directly from the author- 
ized agents of railroads, in some cases re- 
ceiving commissions thereon. In resonse to 
inquiries by Senator Cullom, Mr. McKenzie 
named among the lines with which he had 
done business in Chicago, the Big Four, 
Chicago Great Western, Chicago, Bur- 
lington and Quincy, Chicago and Alton, and 
Union Pacific, Monon route, Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, Canadian Pacific, and Rock Island. 

Senator Elkins inquired what the annual 
volume of Mr. McKenzie’s business was, and 
he replied that it aggregated last year 
$660,000. 

“No wonder you are making a fight 
against this bill,“ said Mr. Elkins. 

McKenzie said that he could do little busi- 
ness with the Canadian Pacific because a 
law of Canada prohibited brokerage in rajl- 
road tickets. 

Upon mileage books no commission was 
ever paid by the railroads, the brokers 
having to pay as much for the books as any- 
body else. 


Veracity of Railroad Men. 


Senator Tillman asked sharply: Can't 
you produce some absolute proof in the 
shape of canceled checks or some other 
kinds that these railroad men who have ap- 
peared have lied? That's what we are try- 
ing to get at.” ‘Mr. McKenzie then sub- 
mitted some further statements of brokers, 
a few of which had attached to them can- 
celed checks. 

“Can you state,” inquired Senator Cul- 
lom, what lines give you personally com- 
missions?“ 

1 have been here several weeks,” re- 
plied Mr. McKenzie, “ and I can’t say what 
the exact conditions in my office now dre.”’ 

Weil, don’t you know,“ persisted Mr. 
Cullom, “What is being done in your office 
in Chicago—whether or not you are getting 
commissions?’’ ) 

“I really canngt. say.“ was Mr. McKen- 
leis répiy, “ Whether my office is now re- 
ceiving commissions from railroads or not.“ 

Mr. McKenzie said that since the present 
discussion was opened some of the railroads 
had withdrawn their business from tho 
brokers. When pressed for the names of 
re he named only the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral. 

Do you as brokers,’ inquired Senator 
Cullom, pay heed to the State law requir- 
ing that no railroad tickets shall be sold 
except by authorized agents of the rail- 
roads?” 

“We pay no attention to that law,” re- 
plied Mr. McKenzie. 

Why!“ asked Mr. Cullom. 

We don't think it is a good law,” was the 
reply. 

Well,“ said Mr. Cullom, we should have 
a queer condition of affairs if all people 
should proceed on that plan. What explana- 
tion have you to offer on that point?” 

Mr. McKenzie said that it seemed to be the 
result of public opinion regarding the law. 

Lou say,“ said Senator Elkins, that in 
1896 you did a business aggregating $660,000; 
now, what was your profit on that business?“ 

“I will sax.“ replied Mr. McKenzie, “ that 
in that year we—my partner and I—had five 
offices. Our aggregate business was $1,880,- 
000 and our net profits about 837,000.“ 


George H. Daniels Explains. 


In the course of Mr, McKenzie’s stattment 
he had presented to the committee certain 
“ pasters which the brokers had used to 
extend the time of limited tickets purchased 
of the Wabash road, the pasters bearing the 
name. of George H. Daniels, now General 
Passenger Agent of the New York Central 
road, who was at cne time the Genera! Ticket 
Agent of the Wabash. Mr. Daniels desired 
to offer a brief explanation of that state- 
ment. He said that during the time he was 
General Ticket Agent of the Wabash sys- 
tem he had reprinted the entire stock of pas- 
senger tickets of their lines at a cost of 
$25,000. He explained that the pasters pre- 
rented by Mr. McKenzie were used by the 
road in the making out of limited tickets and 
were for the convenience of the Wabash 
agents and not for scalpers. “ The particu- 
lar pasters presente by Mr. McKenzie,” 
said Mr. Daniels. were used several years 
after I had severed my connection with the 
Wabash system. It is likely that many of 
the tickets even now being sold by the Wa- 
bash bear my name. I desire to say as em- 
phatically as I car that I never had any con- 
nection with ticket scalpers, have never 
broken a rate agreement, and have never 
sold tickets to anybody over any line with 
which I was connected for less than the reg- 
ular rate.“

The Klondike discoveries have added to 
the increase. Nothing in the shape of sail- 
ing or steam craft that can be used has 
been left idle. The steamers sailing: from 
Tacoma are fitted for freight and passen- 
gers, while many new steamers are being 
built here, as well as scows, for the trans- 
portation of heavy freight. The following 
report of the Puget Sound collection dis- 
trict will give a better idea of the growth of 
the foreign trade of Tacoma and the Sound 
than anything else: 

The foreign trade done hy Sound cities 
during 1897 was over 88,000,000 greater than 
the total for 1883. 

The amount of-exports- was increased over 
$4,000,000, and the imports were more than 
doubled. Wheat was the largest single 
item figured in the exports, and flour 
amounted to a good sum. The wheat ex- 
ports amounted to $4,080,359; flour, $1,906,- 
923; and lumber, pos shingles, to 
$1,442,776. 

Tacoma’s foreign ade amounted to more 
than the combined fotal of all other Sound 
cities. It exceeds ip both exports and im- 
ports, leading in the latter by over $4,000,- 
000 and in the former by over $3 300,000. 
The total amount of imports was $7,705,009, 
of which Tacoma did $5,718,825; the experts 
were $14,555,598, and Tacoma is credited 
with $6,994,225 of ghis. The total foreign 
business of the Sound was $22,260,002, and 
Tacoma’s total was $12,713,050. 

Total receipts of the Puget Sound collec- 
tion district, $297,599; total foreign business 
of the Puget Sound Mistrict for 1897, 822.200, 
602; Tacoma’s exports and imports, £12,- 
713,050; all other Puget Sound ports com- 
bined, $9,547,552; Tacoma’s excess over ali 
other ports combined, $3,165,498.

Their reports are always a hundred 
per cent larger than those sent out by the 
First National. This local difference has 
existed for a long jime, but so far no effort 
seems‘ to be made toward uniformity. A 
year ago the First National was making the 
reports. 

Substantial busi dss growth is the reason 
for the increase in Seattle bank clearing, as 
compared with last 
year. For many 
months the increase 
has been no less than 
68 per cent and frequently ic has approxi- 
mated 200 per cent. Unquestionably the 
main factor ig the Klondike trade, which 
already, while the fush to the gold flelds has 
scarcely begun, amounts to no less than 
$50,000 per day. 

Hundreds of strangers have brought money 
to Seattlé, as indicated by bank deposits, 
which have renchid $5,500,000, as compared 
with $3,000,000 a fear ago. Last year 150 
vessels left for Alaska and this year the 
number will be mofe than trebled 

Seattle ship-yarfis are building thirty 
steamers and thitty barges for the Yukon 
trade, and the motjey paid for labor makes a 
material showing: at the banks, some of 
which hold four e as much money as 
last year. 

During 1897 trade with the Orient received 
a tremendous impetus, increasing fully 190 
per cent, the mater of cotton shipments 
alone jumping to substantial figures. The 
same is true of ther foreign shipments, 
such as lumbex ard salmon.

Encouraged by the success of this experi- 
ment, the management of the company has 
now’ under consideration another important 
change, all lopking to the ultimate merging 
of the West Shore into the New York Cen- 
tral. In the first place, it is believed that 
a great saving can be made by consolidating 
the departments which operate that train 
service. This would mean the taking off of 
West Shore trains which duplicate those of 
the New York Central It costs to run a 
West Shore train on a round trip to Buf- 
falo+that js, one traih starting from New 
York and the other frem Buffalo at the 
same time—$400a day.

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Report of the New Library for 
the Year 1897 Filed.

Usefulness of the Institution Is 
Fully Appreciated. 


INCREASE IN WAY OF GIFTS. 


The third annual report of the John Crerar 
Library, containing the details of its work 
during the year 1897, has just been sent by 
Librarian Clement W. Andrews to several 
members of the Board of Directors. It con- 
tains the. first really valuable information 
in regard to the institution, its aims, its 
scope, and its accomplishments. The first 
report, that for the year 1895, contained 
little except the report of the library's or- 
ganization. The second told of the prelim- 
inary work, and furnished a few statistics. 

But the third is a coplous report, and 
demonstrates the accomplishment of much 
work. It tells of the opening of the library 
to the public April 1, 1897, and of the use 
which has been made of it since that time. 
According to its statement, it was with the 
sanction, and, in fact, the expressed wishes 
of the Board of Directors that there were 
no formalities connected with the opening. 
The record of attendance shows that the 
opportunity for this class of reading has 
been appreciated by the public, and that 
a large number of readers have availed 
themselves of the chance. In part, the con- 
tents of the report are as follows: : 

“There are placed on the shelves of the 
reading-room some 1,500 volumes, including 
what are considered the best reference 
books, the best text books, both elementary 
and advanced, and a selection from the best 
general literature on each of our subjects. 
The result is that the general or occasional 
reader finds there the material which he 
wants. The desks within the periodical al- 
cove have been found to be convenient for 
the rapid consultation of a number of 
periodicals on a subject and many readers 
even make a prolonged use of them. It 
would seem certain that the actual use of 
the library for the nine months during which 
it has been opened has exceeded 30,000 vol- 
umes. 

In response to repeated requests, the 
library, which up to Nov. 8, had been open 
from 9 a. m. to 6 p. m., has been Kept open 
until 10 p. m. since that date. 


Its Usefulness Is Recognized. 


The last year has brought us many grat- 
ifying evidences of an increasing recogni- 
tion of the usefulness of the library. Among 
these is the increased number of gifts, and 
a list of the donors is appended: While it is 
not feasible to make more than this gereral 
recognition of most of them, much as we 
value many, a few seem to require some 
special mention. The publications of, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology were 
presented, in accordance with the directions 
of the late President of the Institute, Francis 
A. Walker. They are valuable because they 
embody the latest practice in teaching a 
wide range of technical subjects. 

“So, also, the publications of the Volta 
bureau, of the Botanica! Gardens at Buiten- 
zorg, of the Canadian Patent office, and of 
the St. Louls Academy of Sciences are 
valuable sets. Recently the Western Soci- 
ety of Engineers has made us the offer of 
their files of unbound periodicals, expressing 
the belief that their action will be to the 
mutual benefit of the society and the library. 
A cursory examination of the collection has 
indicated that we shall receive some 200°0r 
more volumes, many of which are out of 
print and very difficult to obtain. The soct- 
ety has added to our obligations by under- 
taking to *séecommend for our consideration 
the. books which should form the basis of a 
good engineering library. 

Much has been done by the board, by its 
decisions. during the year, to define the 
scope of the library, but many such ques- 
tions remain to be determined. Among 
them may be mentioned the beginning of 
collections of photographs, of maps, and in 
architecture, and, still more important, the 
definition of the limits to be observed in the 
field of the industrial arts. Thereisa strong 
demand for works in this field, Which ap- 
parently is not met by the other libraries in 
the city, and wich is made by men and 
women who are attracted to this library by 
their occupation and the character of their 
reading. It is a demand which deserves at 
least careful consideration. 


Regular Bulletins Published. 


“The amount of routine work to be done 
in the year was so great and the collections 
in many important subjects were so in- 
complete that it was thought inadvisable to 
begin the publication of regular bulletins. 
A preliminary addition, however, of the list 
of current periodicals was printed for use 
in the library and not for disfribution. Even 
in its incomplete and imperfect form ſt has 
proved very useful, and a complete edition, 
giving a classed as well as an alphabetical 
arrangement of the titles, might well be 
made our first regular bulletin. The second 
one might be made out of our titles in nat- 
ural sciences, selected and arranged with 
especial reference to the teachers in our 
public schools, who are interested in nature 
study. Being a comparatively small bul- 
letin it would de a convenient one on which 
to try the electrotypes. 

“The selection of the most important 
books has been made in nearly all subjects 
and with considerable completeness in 
many, education, physics, chemistry, 
botany, and engineering being the most im- 
portant exceptions. Reference has been 
made already to the assistance promised 
and in part rendered by the Western Society 
of Engineers, and much assistance has been 
given also by individuals. The library is 
especially indebted to Mr. George E. Hooker 
of Chicago, who in a recent trip through the 
lake cities made it a point to collect and send 
to us their latest municipal reports and pub- 
lications, thus laying the foundations fora 
collection which ought to be of use to 
students of municipal government. 


Accessions for 1897. 


The total accessions for 1897 have been 
18,257, of which 1,697 were received by gift, 
16,151 obtained by purchase, and 409 by bind- 
ing periodicals or serials. There have been 
withdrawn from the shelves 143, leaving the 
net accessions for the year 18,114, Which. 
with 11,027, the corrected number for last 
year, makes a total now on our books of 
29,141. Of these accessions 5,777 were from 
the Newberry purchase; the larger part of 
the remainder of which consists of duplicates 
or reprints, although there are several hun- 
dred pamphiets and a few volumes which 
will be accessioned later. ö 

The publie card catalogues have recetved 
many compliments. The neatness of ap- 
pearance and the legibility are often praised, 
while the record of the time occupied in fill- 
ing calls proves that the call numbers are 
generally understood. It is the opinion of 
many librarians that the classed arrange- 
ment of a subject catalogue is unintelligible 
to the general public, and that either the 
dictionary or the alphabetical subject cata- 
logue is to be preferred. It was decided, 
however, partly because it could be done 
more promptly,, to offer the author and 
classed subject catalogues first and supple- 
ment these later with the alphabeti¢al sub- 
ject catalogue.“ ;

of $37,710,119—F igures Likely to Be 
Reduced Somewhat When All Lines 
Are Heard From--Receipts for De- 
cember Far in Excess of Those for 
Same Time in 1897-—Other Items of 


Interest. 


Not since 1892 have railway earnings in this 
country been so large as last year. Only 
188 roads have so far.reported earnings for 
1897.. According to the record kept by the 
Financial Chronicle the gross earnings of 
these roads were $602,236,028, an increase 
over those in the year previous of $37,719,- 
119. As the large and more prosperous roads 
ure generally the first ones to make reports 
of earnings, it is probable that the increase 
shown will be somewhat reduced when the 
reports of all the roads are in. 

Reports from eighty-eight roads for the 
fourth week in December, 1897, show gross 
earnings of $11,650,750, an increase over the 
earnings for the corresponding week in the 
year previous of $1,463,481. Gross earnings 
of 188 roads for the month of December were 
$52,299,577, an increase over those for De- 
cember, 1896, of $5,757,090. 


— 
East-bound shipments suffered a serious 
decrease last week. The total shipments of 
all kinds of freight, except live stock, coal, 
and iron, by the ten east-bound roads 
amounted to 95,605 tons, against 141,923 tons 
for the week previous. The new rates, 20 
cents on wheat and its products and 17% 
cents on corn, became effective on Jan. 1. It 
does not transpire, however, that any of that 
class of freight has been shipped yet at the 
new rates. All of last week's business was 
secured at the cut rates made prior to Jan. 1. 
There is little prospect of the railways 
running east from Chicago getting much 
business at the new rates. Predictions are 
now made that in less than two weeks some 
of the roads will make a five-cent cut in 
grain rates in order to prevent the grain 
now in the elevators and warehouses here 
from being held until navigation opens. 
There is véssel room in the Chicago harbor 
now for 10,000,000 bushels of grain and 
8,000,000 bushels have already been con- 
tracted for by the lake lines. No such state 
of affairs has ever existed before the middle 
of March. There only remain 2,000,000 bush- 
els more in the elevators that the railways 
can get. Enough comes in regularly from 
the West to give the railways a fair show 
for business if they do not lose their oppor- 
tunity by sticking to the present prohibitive 
rates. Grain can be shipped at present from 
Kansas City and contiguous territory to the 
gulf at 15 cents a hundred pounds, while it 
costs twice as much to ship grain from 
Kansas City to New York. The result is 
that not a pound of corn has come to Chi- 
cago or has gone via Chicago since Jan. 1. 
Shipments from Chicago to the East last 
week, as compared with the corresponding 
week in 1897, were made up of the follow- 
ing articles in tons:

A railway official, speaking of the affairs 
of the Central said it would be no great sur- 
prise to him if the same syndicate that 
purchased the Union Pacific should be 
found bidding at the sale of the Central Pa- 
cific. There is an enormous amount of Eng- 
lish and Dutch capital represented in the 
Syndicate that has purchased the Union 
Pacific, and it could afford to bid high for a 
strip of railway that would be the means of 
giving it an entrance into California. The 
Southern Pacific, he said, is not the owner 
of the Central Pacific; it was merely the 
lessee and manager. The loss of the Central 
Pacific, of course, would be keenly felt by 
the Southern Pacific, but he did not think 
the owners of that road are in a position to 
bid against the owners of the Union Pacific 
if the Central Pacific should be foreclosed.

Western lines have agreed to make a rate 
of $0.50 from Duluth to Chicago for the 
meeting of the Northwestern Electrical 
association, to be held at Duluth June 14 
to 16. The Chicago delegates intend to go 
to Duluth by boat. It has also been agreed 
by the same roads to make a rate of a fare 
and one-third for the round trip from all 
points in Transmissouri territory and from 
all points east of the Missouri to Indianap- 
olis and return for the monetary conven- 
tion, to be held at Indianapolis on Jan. 25 
and 26.

BODY 18 BADLY CRUSHED. 


Court of the Masonic Temple the 
Scene of the Tragedy. 


FAILED iN FIRST EFFORT. 


Suicide Was Once a Prosperous Busi- 
ness-Man in Ohio. 


‘LOSES HIS MONEY AND IS POOR. 


“Head first, with his arms stretched be- 
him, Albert C. Greenleaf plunged six- 
een stories through the center court of the 
Masonic Temple yesterday morning, and 
found an instant end for ten years of fail- 
ure and troubles. The body shattered its 
way through the thick marble of a stair 
landing at the fourth floor, and dropped in 
a tangled mass of wooden and iron balus- 
trade to the floor underneath. 
Just a few minutes before Greenleaf had 
climbed to the twelfth floor of the Chamber 
Commerce Building, and had been dis- 
covered and driven out just as he was get- 
ting ready for a headlong drop there. 
Lack of nerve did not make him hesitate 
n second time. He was hurled past the 
inner windows ot the Masonic Temple of- 
fices with such velocity that persons who 
saw him from the instant he let go of the 
rail till his body struck the marble stair 
landing never dreamed it was a human be- 
ng that had fallen. The crash as his body 
ke through the stone made those watch- 
ing from upper windows think a huge bundle 
of newspapers had been let drop. 
In the lower rotunda the shock was like 
that of a falling elevator. It brought the 
occupants of offices on the lower floors and 
loiterers in a stampede to the point from 
which the crash came. Not till a scrub 
woman had peered among the broken 
iron and stone, however, and had discov- 
ered Greenleaf's remains under them, was 
it known what had happened. Then the 
body, unrecognizable and unidentified, was 


taken into the nearby drug store and from 


there to Rolston’s undertaking rooms. 
Greenleaf ten years ago was a prosperous 


dry goods merchant at Columbus, O. His 


wealth was estimated at $250,000. He failed 
in business, lost heart, and five years ago 
came to Chicago to find work as a book- 
keeper. Last spring he spent a month in 
jail on a charge of embezzling $1,700 from a 
Dearborn street coal dealer, for whom he 
worked as bookkeeper. Yesterday he start- 


‘ ed out to end his troubles from a 10-cent 
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lodging-house in State street. 


| _ Seeks a Place to Die. 
Greenleaf, though he had been penniless 
for two weeks, was well dressed. He 


' gpauntered into the big Chamber of Com- 


merce’ Building, Washington and La Salle 
Streets, just after 9 o'clock, loitered about 
in the rotunda, looking up to the skylight 
thirteen stories overhead. Then he took an 
elevator and rode up to the twelfth floor. 
He pulled off his long black overcoat and 
hung it on the iron railing and made ready 
to drop into the dizzy hole. An office boy 
saw him and shouted to Samuel Arnold, an 
assistant engineer. Arnold started for 
Greenleaf at a run. Greenleaf was biting 
his finger nails when Arnold grabbed him, 
evidently trying to summon nerve to jump 
over. Arnold ordered him out.of the build- 
ing and Greenleaf put on his overcoat and 
started-for the elevator. The elevator man 
who took him back was the same man who 
had carried F. M. Mittmann, another suicide, 
to the thirteenth floor of the Chamber of 
Commerce Bullding last May. 

Greenleaf evidently started straight for 
the Masonic Temple. No one there paid 
any attention to him as he waited in the 
rotunda for an elevator to carry him up. 
W. J. Sloan, the elevator man with whom 
Greenleaf rode, noticed nothing unusual in 
his actions. Greenleaf got out at the six- 
teenth floor. Nobody saw him after that 


till he had let go his clutch on the ron“ 


rail and was diving head first. His long 
overcoat and derby hat were found on the 
railing from where he hod jumped. 

| Archie L. Doherty, whose office is in room 
1130, was standing close to his eleventh 
floor window as Greenleaf shot past it. It 
looked to him only like a bundle, and 
Doherty did not even go down to see what 
had happened. 

H. C. Jensen, a cigar clerk, who stood 
close to where Greenleaf struck, thought an 
elevator had fallen, till he located the crash 
and the broken iron of the stairs. 

The elevator starter, William C. Preston, 
supposed a piece of scaffolding had fallen 
and began looking about for persons who 
had been hurt by it. When the body was 
finally untangled from the broken stairs it 
was found crushed beyond all recognition, 
one, shoe had been torn off, and the cloth- 
ing had been torn to shreds. 


Body Is Identified. 


The body was finally identified late in the 
afternoon through the name M. W. Ken- 
nedy on the shirt. There is only one man 
of that name in the city directory. Heisa 
credit man at Hammond, and lives at 2319 
Wabash avenue. Kennedy's father, T. L. 
Kennedy, recognized Greenleaf at once asa 
man whom he had sheltered till a week be- 
fore Christmas. Kennedy formerly kept the 
Lindell Hotel in Fifth avenue, where Green- 
leaf boarded. After Greenleaf got out of 
work and money Kennedy allowed him to 
sleep in his flat. A week prior to Christmas

nme disappeared and is said to have been liv- 


ing. at a cheap lodging-house in State street. 
Greenleaf was 45 years old, and ten years 
ago is said to have been one of the best 
known merchants in Columbus. A daughter 
lives in St. Louis, it is said, but Kennedy 
does not know her name. A brother-in-law 

is said to reside in Columbus. 
After losing his business Greenleaf came 
and worked as a bookkeeper.

END 1S IN SIGHT 


Library Board Refers Lease 
Back to Committee, 


ITS STATUS UNCHANGED. 


Report Presented for Debate at 
Special Meeting. 


LONG DISCUSSION FOLLOWS. 


After debating for nearly two hours last 

evening on technical points, the Library 
board voted to refer back to its committee 
the whole matter of a lease for the Grand 
Army Hall and Memorial association, and 
the matter stands where it stood at the be- 
ginning of negotiations so far as definite 
action on the part of either the board or 
the association is concerned. 
„The matter came before the special meet- 
ing of the Library board in the form of a 
majority report from the specialCommittee 
on Lease, signed by President Hatch and 
R. S. McCormick but lacking the signature 
of J. H. Hamilton, the third member of the 
committee. This report recommended mak- 
ing a tender to the association of a lease in 
the same form as that proposed by the board 
last June, but legally executed, with the 
signatures of the President and Secretary 
of the board, in order that the records should 
show that the terms of the contract made 
with the association in 1891 had been com- 
plied with. 

It was explained by President Hatch that 
it was not intended this report, if adopted, 
should stand in the way of future negotia- 
tions with the association looking toward a 
compromise. 

Dr. Hamilton objected that this report 
ignored the propositions made from time to 
time by the committee of the association 
chosen to confer with the Library board 
committee in the matter, and wanted the 
board to act on some of the later proposals 
of the committee of which H. S. Dietrich is 
the head. 


Opposition by Mr. Hatch. 

To this President Hatch was radically op- 
posed. He said the committee referred to, 
by its own statement, was not authorized to 
act for the association, and that its proposi- 
tions, therefore, would not be binding on the 
association. For this reason, he said, the 
Library board ought to take cognizance of 
no propositions except those coming from 
the association as a body, or its Board of Di- 
rectors. 

Mr. McCormick sustained the stand taken 
by President Hatch, saying he thought it 
the duty of the Library board, considering 
the interests it represents, demanded that 
the board refuse to consider any propositions 
made by a committee having no legal au- 
thority. 

Mr. Gunderson stated that he did not want 
to waste more time in discussing technicalli- 
ties. He understood Dr. Hamilton had in 
his hands a new form of proposition from 
the committee of the association, and he 
thought it ought to be read for the erlighten- 
ment of the board as to the present wishes 
of the association. 

Delay has not been caused by this board,” 
replied President Hatch. Here, after long 
negotiations toward an agreement in the 
Conference committee, and after discussion 
of at least five forms of lease proposed by the 
committee of the association, all the work 
we have done is ignored by that committee, 
and they now come, in irregular fashion, and 
present a new proposition with new terms to 
be examined and discussed. This is what 
causes delay. Why does not the committee 
representing the association report to its 
Board of Directors, have authoritative action 
taken on the proposition made by this board, 
and bring us a proposition bearing the sanc- 
tion of the Board of Directors of the asso- 
ciation? Instead of that, this proposition, 
without legal authority because it comes 
from a committee that has no power to aet, 
is handed to a member of this board instead 
of being sent to the proper committee in 
regular form.“ 


Van Osdel Makes a Proposition. 


J. M. Van Osdel proposed that the board 
take up some one of the forms of lease in 
hand, go through with it, and see if a de- 
cision could not be reached. 

President Hatch said any such action as 
that proposed by Director Van Osdel simply 
meant taking the matter out of the hands 
of the committee. 

Upon request Secretary Wickersham read 
the form of colease handed to Dr. Hamilton, 
which mentioned no term of years for the 
life of the lease, but stipulated that light, 
heat, and janitor service be provided by the 
Library board. 

During all this time the question was on 
the adoption of the majority report of the 
Library board Committee on Lease, and as 
there were cries of Question,“ and 
Time,“ the secretary was ordered to pro- 
ceed with the roll call, when Director Gun- 
derson protested. 

“Why should we go back three or four 
months, or longer,“ said he, and act on a 
proposition we are already informed has 
been rejected by the Grand Army men? Let 
this committee have time to 45 

He got no farther before Director Lewke 
chimed in: 

„% Well, if that's what you want, make a 
motion to refer the whole matter back to 
the committee.“ 

Mr. Gunderson made the motion, and the 
hopes of those who wished to reach a vote 
last evening on a compromise proposition 
were blasted. Mr. Gunderson’s name was 
first on the roll call of those who favor the 
proposal of the Grand Army Hall and 
Memorial association, and as he voted in 
favor of his own motion there was no possi- 
bility of Dr. Hamilton’s minority report get- 
ting a hearing. 

The motion to refer back to the committee 
was carried, and 4 motion to adjourn fol- 
lowed immediately. 


GAMBLING CRUSADE IS STILLON 


Civic Federation Will Present Further 
Evidence at the Coming Session 
of the Grand Jury. 


The continuance of the Civic federation 
crusade against gambling is promised for 
the coming session of the grand jury. That 
body will be sworn in tomorrow, probably 
by Judge Chetlain. Some of the disclosures 
made before the Senatorial police investiga- 
tion committee may find their way into the 
grand jury room. The Civic federation de- 
tectives, under the direction of John Hin 
Jr., have been active since the adjournment 
of the December grand jury and it is said 
the list of gamblers will be larger than that 
presented last month. State’s Attorney 
Deneen says it has been hinted to him that 
the civil service investigation of the com- 
mittee would be presented to the grand jury, 
but he had no definite information. 

The docket contains 250 cases. On the list 
are four murder cases. George Thurston is 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Lizzie 
Parker Dec. 26; F. R. Williams is alleged to 
have killed John H. Lehr Dec. 30; Monroe 
Pointer; colored, is alleged to have caused 
the death of Eric Parnell, 5 years old, Jan. 
3, by giving the child five ounces of whisky 
to drink; Lais Bonkolos ts accused of kill- 
ing Leo A. Comier Jan. 8. 

John Nieman is accused of assault to kill, 
attempt to rescue a prisoner, and resisting 
arrest. 

There are eight charges of burglary 
against Charles Thomas, alias Hines, and 
Charles Diggs, alias Williams. Seven 
charges of larceny confront W. J. Willows.

In answer to this advertisement came Alan 
Roche, the taxidermist, not because hé was 
particularly interested in chimpanzees, but 
because he saw in this offer an opportunity, 
long desired, to secure personal observations 
of the beasts, birds, and reptiles, which haa 
been the study of his life. He had “been 
through the wildest parts of Africa with 
Stanley, and since his return to England had 
longed to return to the scene of his former 
studies, 

So in March, 1891, he set out for Cape Town 
and there procured the necessary provisions 
and paraphernalia for his dangerous and 
solitary sojourn in the chimpanzee region. 
Taking a vessel, he left the Cape Colony and 
proceeded up the west coast of Africa more 
than 2,000 miles to the mouth of the great 
Congo River, where, at Nokki, he embarked 
in a small steam launch and, with a little 
party of natives, proceeded up the stream. 


Alone in Cent Africa. 


The details of this journey are not of par- 
tleular interest in this story. Suffice it to 
say that he left the steam launch at Aru: 
wimil station, where the Ubingi empties into 
the main stream, and, crossing the broad 
Congo, set out with a dozen natives and his 
steel cage for the center of the Plain of 
Bakuba, where his guides soon left him 
alone with an occasional group of native 


visitors from Unya or Makuras, 300 miles 


‘away. 

The perils and the pleasures of the adven- 
turous taxidermist would fill a large volume, 
He found no chimpanzee babies until he had 
lived in his cage for more than a year, when 
one day he had the good fortune to shoot 
and disable a large mother chimpanzee, who 
carried with her three babies not more than 
two months old.

NOVELTY IN ICE SKATES. 


Steel Runners Are Supplied with Metal 
Rollers Which Reduce Friction 
and Add Power. 


A novelty in skates, said by experts to 
promise an improvement in the healthful 
winter exercise corresponding to the im- 
provement made by the pneumatic tire m 
bicycling, has been invented by a Brooklyn 
man. 
attached to a metal strip shaped much like 
the runner or blade of the old ice-cradle 
skate. The rollers—three in number—are 
in line and revolve each on its own axis, re- 
ducing the friction to the minimum. 

They are of steel, guttered, and act as run- 
ners and wheels together, the edges taking 
hold of the ice in striking out with a grip 
much firmer than the old-style runners are 
capable of, no matter how sharp they may 
be, ahd sliding over the ice when the wearer 
is in motion with vastly less loss of power 
than the steel blades that have been so long 
in use.

At times his heart was bad,’ and once 
he sat brooding for a whole day, finally 
telling her that he was going into a bad 
country to kill Mexicans, that women were 
a burden on a warrior, and that he had made 
up his mind to killher. All through her nar- 
tative he seemed at times to be overcome 
with this bloodthirst, which took the form 
of a homicidal melancholia. She begged so 
hard for her life that he relented; so he left 
her in the wild tangle of mountains while he 
raided on the Mexican settlements. Ile came 
back with horses, and powder, and lead. 
This last was in Winchester bullets, which 
he melted up and recast into 50-caliber balls 
made in molds of cactus sticks. He did not 
tell how many murders he had committed 
during these raids, but doubtless many. 

“They lived that winter through in the 
Sierras, and in the spring started north, 
crossing the railroad twice, which meant the 
Guaymas and the Southern Pacific. They 
sat all one day on a high mountain and 
watched the trains of cars go by; but ‘ his 
heart got bad’ at the sight of them, and 
again he concluded to kill the girl. Again 
she begged off, and they continued up the 
range of the Mogollons. He was unhappy in 
his mind during all this journey, saying men 
were scarce up here, that he must go back 
to Mexico and kill some one. 

He was tired of the woman, and did not 
want her to go back with him, so, after sit- 
ting all day on a rock, while she besought 
him, the old wolf told her to go homie in 
peace.

They 
passed through a small American town in 
the middle of the night—he having previously 
taken off the Indian rawhide shoes from the 
ponies. They crossed the Gila near the Nau 
Taw Mountains. Here he stole two fresh 
horses, and loading one with all the buck- 
skins he put her on and headed her down the 
Eagle trail to Black River. She now knew 
where she was, but was nearly dying from 
the exhaustion of his fly-by-night expedi- 
tions. He halted her, told her to tell the 
white officer that she was a pretty good girl, 
better than San Carlos woman, and that he 
would come again and get another.’ He 
struck her horse and was gone. 

*“* Massai then became a problem to suc- 
cessive chiefs of scouts, a bugbear to the 
reservation Indians, and a terror to Arizona. 
If a man was killed or a woman missed the 
Indians came galloping and the scouts lay 
on his trail. If he met a woman in the de- 
files he stretched her dead if she did not 
please his errant fancy. He took pot shots 
at the men plowing in their little fields, and 
knocked the Mexican bull drivers on the 
head as they plodded through the blinding 
dust of the Globe road. He even sat like a 
vulture on the rim rock and signaled the In- 
cians to come out and talk. When two In- 
dians thus accosted did go out they found 
themselves looking down Massai’s '50-caliber, 
and were tempted to do his bidding. He 
sent one in for sugar and coffee, holding the 
brother, for such he happened to be, as a 
hostage till the sugar and coffee came. Then 
he told them that he was going behind a 
rock to lie down, cautioning them not to 
move foran hour. That was an unnecessary 
bluff, for they did not wink an eye till sun- 
down. Later than this he stole a girl in 
broad daylight in the face of a San Carlos 
camp and dragged her up the rocks. Here he 
was attacked by fifteen or twenty 
bucks, whom he stood oft until 
darkness. When they reached 
his lair in the morning, there lay the dead 
girl, but Massal was gone. 

I never saw Massai but once, and then 
it was only a piece of his G string flicker- 
ing in the brush. We had followed his 
trail half the night, and just at daylight, 
as we ascended a steep part of the moun- 
tains, I caught sight of a pony's head look- 
ing over a bush. We advanced rapidly, only 
to find the horse grunting from a stab wound 
in the belly and the little camp scattered 
around about him. The shirt-tail flickering 
in the brush was all of Massal. We followed 
on, but he had gone down a steep bluff. 
We went down, too, thus exposing ourselves 
to draw his fire, so that we could locate him, 
but he was not tempted, ~~. 

The late Lieutenant Clark had much the 
game view of this mountain outlaw, and 
since those days two young men of the 
Seventh Cavalry, Rice and Averill, have 
on separate occasions crawled on his camp 
at the break of day, only to see Massai go 
out in the brush like a blue quail. 

Lieutenant Averill, after a forced march 
of eighty-six miles, reached a hostile camp 
near morning, after climbing his detach- 
ment, since midnight, up the almost in- 
accessible rocks, in hopes of surprising the 
camp. He divided his force into three parts 
and tried, as well as possible, to close every 
avenue of escape, but as the camp was on 
a high, rocky hill at the junction of four 
deep cafions, this was found impracticable. 
At daylight the savages came out together, 
running like deer and making for the cafions. 
The soldiers fired, killing a buck and ac- 
cidentally wounded a squaw, but Massai 
simply disappeared. 

„That's the story of Massal. It is not as 
long as his trail,“ said the chief of scouts.

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CONVICT PREFERS PRISON CELL 


Frank Jackson Declines a Pardon and 
Says He Would Rather Linger in 
Missouri’s Penitentiary. 


Frank Jackson, a negro serving a twenty- 
yéar sentence in the Missouri penitentiary, 
has refused to accept the pardon offered him 
by Governor Stephens. 

Missouri as a State is remarkable for many 
things, but this action on the part of a long- 
term convict should entitle the old common- 
wealth to renewed consideration as a pro- 
ducer of freaks. The news that a confined 
malefactor, being offered his liberty, de- 
clined the proffer with thanks is enough to 
make the average Sing Sing resident change 
his stripes. Up the Hudson, where the in- 
habitants of the institution for the preven- 
tion of the dissemination of crime lie awake 
through the silent watches planning to se- 
cure pardons, the effect of Mr. Jackson's 
refusal is startling. The consensus of opin- 
ion among expert criminals.is that the Mis- 
souri man is in the wrong place. They think 
he ought to be confined in the insane ward. 

Before Jackson entered upon his forced 
residence in the pen he had gained the 
reputation of being as bad a4 roustabout as 
ever pulled a razor or called for Seven! 
Eleven!” When Frank felt his madness ris- 
ing it wasn’t a good thing for foes to linger 
in his vicinity. Others who moved in his 
social world said he was a tougher man 
than a canal cook, and when they had said 
that they figured that they could say no 
more in hfs dispraise. 

It was after one of those entertainments 
at which the services of surgeons are gen- 
erally needed that Frank Jackson usually 
found himself the distinguished member of 
the colored population. He sought trouble 
early and often, and he bore. the scars of 
many a battle. He was finally brought to 
book for assault. The Judge thought twenty 
years spent in refiection and hard labor 
would do much to exorcise the evil spirit 
which had fastened on Jackson. Frank left 
St. Charles County and was given cozy quar- 
ters in the State jail. 

Governor Stephens on last Thanksgiving 
offered to give the negro a pardon asa sort 
of present of the season. Mr. Jackson re- 
plied that he would prefer to continue his 
stay in the penitentiary. He gave as his 
reason that the warm atmosphere of the 
prison was more to his liking than the cold 
air of the cruel outside world. He said he 
had no friends, no money, and could find no 
employment. He would rather stay in jail 
until the warm weather setin. He is stilla 
prisoner.—New York Herald.

TREKING IN AFRICA 


Experiences of a Hunting 
Party in the Desert. 


SPORTSMEN’S PARADISE. 


Long and Tedious Trips Across 
the Sandy Kalahari.

GAME WORTH THE CANDLE. 


— 


E set out from Palachive, Khama’s 
capital, early in June, 1896, to trek 
across the Kalahari desert, the 
great “thirst land” of South 
Africa, and spend a few weeks in 

the abundant gane country that lies on the 
southern shores of the Bosletti River, says 
a writer in a New York paper. 


Our outfit consisted of one large wagon 


drawn by a span of eighteen oxen, four hunt- 
ing ponies, a baboon we had brought with us 
from Cape Colony, who amused us by his 
high spirits and provéd himself a capital 
watchdog; three pointers, and a goat. For 
servants we had wa veteran hunter chosen 
for us by Khama, who has always shown 
himself ready to give a helping hand to Eng- 
lish sportsmen; two drivers, a cook, and a 
boy to look after the horses and do odd 
chores. 

The trek, Which lasted nearly three weeks, 
need not be described in any detail. We 
journeyed at ‘first through rolling, pict- 
uresque country, which might have been a 
hilly district in rural England but for the 
scarcity of timber, the long yellow winter 
grass, and the shrill squeaking of multitudes 
of parrots. It was pretty rough traveling 
in. parts—so rough, indeed, that no vehicle 
on earth but a cape wagon could have stood 
it—but not otherwise exciting. No big gamé 
was sighted till we had passed the hills and 
reached the Masarwa country on the out- 
skirts of the real Kalahari. 


Africans Keen Hunters. 


The natives are the keenest df sportsmen 
and delight above all things to show the 
white man game. They know the veldt 
as an ordinary man knows his bedroom, 
and understand wild animals and their ways 
with an instiuct that ie infallible; To see 
a Masarwa with his assegai, skin cloak, and 
calabash, and the white man’s gun in his 
hand, following for hour after hour a spoor 
that is absolutely imperceptible to Buro- 
pean eyes, is to watch a miracle of nature. 
Fa long as we remained in their country 
the news that white men were shooting 
spread as only news can spread in a desert 
and brought out old and young to share in 
the feast. With singing and dancing, they 
gathered round a fire and ate the best meals 
of their lives. 

Never to be forgotten are the first few 
days we spent in that hunter’s paradise. 
‘Almost every kind of game known to south 
Africa, except the elephant, buffalo, and 
rhinoceros, lay around us in sufficient plenty 
to make sport successful without being easy. 
We had to work for all we got, but there 
was always the certainty of being rewarded 
zor our toil with a hard chase and a noble 
varry. In the course of a single day's 
hunting it was no uncommon thing to sight 
giraffe, Burchell’s zebra, wildebeest, koodoo, 
and springbok, while: along the river banks 
swarmed innumerable waterfowl, as well 
as pelicans, lamingoes, cormorants, eagles, 
ducks, geese, storks, and craties, down to 
spdipe, teal, partridge, and grouse. Add to 
these attractions the recollections of a se- 
vere journey safely accomplished, and the 
ever-present charms of dwelling beneath 
brilliant sunshine under a strange sky and 
among strange people, and you can imagine 
tne intoxication of a few weeks’ sport by 
the shores of the Boslettl. 


Traces of a Lion. 


A day’s journey brought us into a district 
rather hillier and more wooded than we ex- 
pected to find. We were greeted with the 
news that a lion had been lately seen in the 
neighborhood prowling round a native 
kraal. With game so plentiful it was too 
much to hope that he would pay us a visit, 
but we determined to hold ourselves in read- 
iness to receive him. Thorn bushes were 
collected and bound together to form a 
strong fence and a large fire was lighted. 
The horses were tethered with more than 
usual care to the wagon wheels, and we 
thought it just as well to tie the oxen to 
their yokes with a new and unused set of 
buffalo reins. No lion came that night nor 
the next, but tne tnird night brought with 
it the expected visitor. 


We had just settled comfortably in our 


kartels when a slight shiver ran through the 
wagon. Climbing down to see what was the 
matter, I found my favorite horse pulling 
uneasily at the tether. The oxen were all 
standing up and gazing steadily in one di- 
rection. A cloud was over the face of the 
moon, and though I looked closely I could 
see nothing; so passing down the line of 
cattle I said a few words to each, knowing 
that nothing soothes a frightened beast so 
much as the sound of a human voice. Orders 
were given to stir up the fire and see to the 
fastenings of the animals. There was not 
a sound to be heard but the occasional 
low giggle of a jackal or the screaming of a 
hyena. The cattle stood motionless, all 
facing doggedly the same way. Suddenly 
they began to plunge and kick, and simul- 
taneously, out of the semi-darkness and 
close by us, though where it was impos- 
sible to say, came that most awful of 
sounds, the rolling thunder of a lion’s roar, 
filling heaven and earth with its terrifying 
music. The cattle made frantic efforts to 
burst their yokes, ahd every minute we ex- 
pected the wagon to topple over, or the trek- 
tow to break. The dogs ran whining be- 
tween the wheels, and the panic-stricken 
horses tugged helplessly at their tethers. 
We ran about shouting at the top of our 
voices to stay the alarm, and my chum 
walked up to the fence with his rifle cocked 
ready to shoot at sight. Luckily the reins 
held good, and the marauder came no 
nearer. 


Routed Out by a Dog. 
The next morning we took up the beast’s 


‘Spoor and followed it cautiously for three 


or four miles. It led us into a sort of thicket 
of haak-doorn, shriveled mopani bushes, and 
giraffe acacia, a nasty place in which to 
encounter a Hon or indeed any animal. Con- 
fident that we had run him to earth, Joseph, 
pur head hunter, sent in the dogs to rout 
him out. We remained outside some hun- 
“red yards apart. No sound came from the 
bush, and I was beginning to think the 
ppoorers for once had made a mistake, when 
mu eye caught something moving on the 
outskirts of the thicket. It crept furtively 
along, still half screened by the trees, then 
stopped and raised its head as the yelping 
of a dog came through the bush. That 
seemed to decide it, for without more ado 
it came out into the open, shambling quick- 
dy along, with head down, and so gave me 
my first glimpse of a wild lion. 

The sight was immensely disappointing. 
There was nothing majestic about bim. 
That skulking beast, gray-yellow in hue, 
stealing shamefacedly 
along like an unwieldy cat—was that the 
monarch of the forest? The average lion 
af the menagerie has twice his grandeur 
and three times his growth of mane; such 
is the effect of regular and generous feed- 
ing Still, he was a lion and as such deserv- 
ing of being killed. It was clear he was 
making tracks for another thicket a quarter 


of a mile away. The wind was in my favor’ 


and I waited for him to give me a good shot. 
He stopped abruptly on catching sight of me, 
raised his head for a moment, but instantly 
lowered it again. 


Disappointed in the Game. 


The distance between us was some seventy- 
five paces of clear ground. He looked at me 
steadily, his tall standing upright like an 
fron rod. I expected the two or three pre- 
monitory twitches that are said to precede a 
charge and brought my rifle up to my shoul- 
der. But he turned and trotted away, more 
stealthily and less majestically, if possible, 
than before, I fired as he turned broadside 
on and heard 
tale thud of th® bullet. It 8 him to 
the ground with a howl of pain, and I ran 
thirty yards closer, reloading as I went.

The Monumental News, which, like THE 
TRIBUNE, has frequently urged the ne- 
cessity of an art commission to pass upon 
designs for public memorials, has sug- 
gested that the Central Art association take 
the subject under consideration. This body 
took formal action on the suggestion, and 
has definitely stated its willingness to re- 
ceive and pass upon designs for public mon- 
uments free of cost, except that of sending 
to and from Chicago. This is a step in a 
good direction and may be of benefit to com- 
mittees in small towns. 

For Chicago it would be well that a com- 
mission of disinterested persons of unques- 
tioned knowledge and taste in such matters 
should be empowered by the city to decide 
upon the suitability of monuments to be 
erected here and to forbid the erection of 
any unworthy one. The city is well rid of 
the insult to the memory of Columbus which 
defaced the lake front, but it should teach 
us that in the case of bad monuments, as of 
disease, prevention is better than cure.

The statue of Christopher Columbus, mod- 
eled by Paul Wayland Bartlett, for the gal- 
lery of the new Library of Congress, was re- 
cently placed in position. The sculptor was 
present in person to witness its placing.

LITTLE book that is likely to attract 
considerable attention in lay as well 
as theologicai circles is A National 
Church,” by the Rev. Dr. William R. 
Huntington, rector of Grace Church, . 

New York, which will be published imme- 
diately by Messrs. Scribner's Sons. The 
book is dedicated to the President and 
faculty of Kenyon College, before whom it 
“was originally delivered as lectures. Be- 
tween covers it is divided into two parts— 
one The Theory.“ the other Practicabil- 
ty.“ Dr. Huntington gives excellent rea- 
sons for. the belief that is in him, but I do 
mot think that there is much prospect of 
any such consummation as he so devoutly 
prays for. I think that the tendency Is 
rather to have more religions than fewer: 
1 is, where it is not against any religions 
a 
Dr. Huntington thinks that at least the 
Philosophy of a national church deserves 
ampler discussion than it has yet received. 
He believes that under the conditions of 
lite in the United States of America the 
difficult questions of national churchman- 
ship lend themselves to discussion with bet- 
ter promise of fruitful results than any- 
where else in Christendom. And,“ he adds, 
the nationalist can of course appeal and 


does appeal to the strong instincts of pa- 


triotism. The enthusiasm which the pres- 
ent day Englishman, for instance, feels for 
‘his national church is unquestionably very 
much mixed up with the enthusiasm which 
he feels for England. But it is wonderful 
how httle the New Testament has to say 
about the duty of patriotism. When clergy- 
men are minded to preach political sermons 
they commonly are driven to the books of 
the Old Testament in search of their texts. 
The polity of Jesus Christ is ecumenical, 
not national. When in his character of con- 
queror he goes forth to war, his “ far-flung 
9 reaches to the ends of the earth. 
the beginnings of his ministry he had, in- 
deed = to say of a special mission to 
88 do more than one of 
the foreigners with whom he was brought 
in contact had a distinctly Hebraic tincture. 
But as the end draws near, the catholic 
scope of his mission is disclosed. ‘ And I, 
if I be lifted up,’ he cried, * will draw all men 
unto me.“ 


Becoming Better Thinkers. 


Dr. Huntington appreciates the fact that 
men and women, too, are thinking on more 
independent lines than they used to. 


by their religious teachers as law and gos- 
pel. “ We have,“ he says, fallen upon 
times when the well-worn formula, ‘ The 
Bible, and the Bible only, the religion of 
Protestants,’ scarcely suffices for contro- 
versial needs. The issues of today lie back 
of the Bible, and it is no longer possible to 
silence the inquirer by throwing a text at 
him. Men have raised the question, What 
is the Bible?’ and they are discussin in 
Bot earnest. You: and I believe that the 
‘Bible is coming out of the fires stronger 
than ever, but we must not let that belief 
blind us to our need of authoritative guid- 
ance in the interpretation of the book. The 
Individual mind ‘is not sufficient for these 
things; it must have help. A deep philoso- 
phy underlay the question with which an 
ancient Bible student parried the inquiry, 
* Understandest thou what thou readest?' 

ASL, How can I except some man should guide 
me? N 

In the chapter on practicability Dr. Hunt- 
ington hints that the Episcopal Church, the 
one of which he is so shining a light, might 

take the lead in this movement for national- 
ism if it only would. He says: 

“The Episcopal Church in this new world 
stands, at the present moment, at the part- 
ing of the ways. Afteracentury of infancy, 
a céntury of childhood, and a century of 
adolescence, it has come out at last to its 
majority and reports for duty. ‘ For duty,’ 
and towards whom?

maker. : 
Necessity of a Leader. 


„ Leadership is what is wanted. The land 
cries out for it—wise, sympathetic, modest, 
clear-eyed, fearless leadership. Gladly, in 
the present temper of our American Christen- 
dom, gladly would this leadership be con- 
ceded to the historic church of the English- 
speaking people, were it 5nly to show a 
willingness to meet half-way with friendly 
concessions and just acknowledgments that 

could in no wise harm its claims, those who

‘Requires Popular Descriptions. 
A decided reform has been adopted by the 


Supreme Court of New York in the manner 
of selling property under foreclosure. Heal 
estate men in Chicago believe a similar re- 


. form is needed in this city; where the sales 


of property under court decrees last year 
approximated $14,000,000. At present few 
of the notices of sale give the popular de- 
scription of the property. The majority de- 
fine the bounds by technical description, 
which is unintelligible to the outside buyer 
who may visit the auction rooms. The new 
rule adopted in New. York, it is believed, will 
do much to protect unfortunate persons who, 
unable to meet the interest on mortgages 
secured by their real estate, are made de- 
fendants in foreclosure suits. Too often 
their interests have been sacrificed because

secure no information concerning the prop- 
erty offered and they refused to buy “a pig 
in a poke.“ The Supreme Court decided to 
right these wrongs by adopting a rule as 
‘follows: :

Method of Firyproot Construction 


New and interesting features will be used 
in the new warehouse of John Druecker, in 
course of erection on the West Side. The 
building’ is regarded by architects and un- 
derwriters as one of the best examples of 
strictly fireproof cahstruction in this city, 
if not in the United States. Not a particle 
of wood will be used in any part of the 
building. The steh frame work will be 
incased in a fir of covering cinder 
concrete, using a system devised by the 
architect, Frank B. Abbott, 3 which 
the government has, granted a patent. The 
nearest approach 6f the steel to the air at 
any point will be over three inches, and the 
columns will be filled in solidly internally 
as well as externally with the same ma-

‘This method of fireproofing has a double 
significance, as it not only absolutely pre- 
vents heat from attacking the metal, but 
it prevents for all time the action of rust. 
d from the steel, unlike 
buildings where tile or terra cotta is used 
as a fireproofing, §s in such buildings there 
are air spaces along the beams and columns, 

nd it has been fgund by recent examina- 
tions made by the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers, these air currents are 
direct promoters df corrosion, and painting 
the structural 1 of such buildings is a 
short-lived protection. This system of fire- 
proofing is favoraply considered by the Un- 
derwriters’ association, and has obtained the 
lowest rates of ingurance in Chicago. 

The building will rest upon Norway piles, 
driven to the hagd pan clay, these piles 
being the longest; ever driven in Chicago, 
fifty-five feet, and cut off at least five feet 
below the level the water in the river, 
from which point ghe dimension stone foun- 
dations are carrieg up to the basement floor 
line, the roof, Ak floors, to be of concrete, 
with a weather covering. 

The building will be equipped with three 
high speed freight elevators and electric 
lights. The enti west front will have 
rolling steel doom, through which freight 
‘will be handled difectly from the cars to the 
floor. The entire east frontage will have 
rolling steel doors opening on to the river, 
through which freight will be handled from 
the vessels, and the building being so con- 
structed that deeply laden boats can unload 
into the —.— and light laden vessels 
on to the first floor. 

The building when completed will cost 
$300,000, 100 feet of the frontage of which it 
is expected will be completed by May 1. The 
contracts for the foundation work of the 
building have been let to the Chicago Star 
Construction and Dredging company, for 
the masonry to A. Lund, and for the struct- 
ural steel work to the Milwaukee. Bridge 
company. Work on the foundations is now 
under way. ö 

Four test piles will de driven next week, 
and two of these piles will be separately 
loaded with fifty tons each of pig lead after 
the hammer test had been applied. The piles 
will be required to carry, when the building 
is completed and full of the heaviest stocks, 
such as sugar, ome-half of what they show 
under a load test, . 

The location of the property, on which this 
building is being erected, is one of the best 
for warehouse purposes in Chicago, and 
has peculiar advantages for this purpose. 
It is situated at 111 to 125 Canal street, ex- 
tending through to the widest And deepest 
part of the North Branch of the river, just 
north of the junction of the North and South 
Branches.

|CHICAGO BABY TO WHOM 


THE FUTURE SEEMS REVEALED. 


Three-Year-Old Winifred Cline Makes No Claims to the Pos. 


- Session of Psychic Power, but Events She Foretells 
Come to Pass in a Remarkable Manner. 


MANY INSTANCES OF: HER SUCCESS AS A PROPHET. 


‘VERY once in a while the thinking 

- world is brought. face to face with a 

fact which causes even the wisest of 

men to question the accuracy of hu- 

man knowledge. The phenomenon in 

the present instance is a case of a child who 
apparently holds and exercises the gift of 
absolute and truthful prophecy. This is little 
Winnifred Cline, whose age today is 3 years 
5 months and 3 days. Most of: her life has 

been spent in Chicago. 2 

Winnifred is emphatically not to be 
thought of in connection with that class who 
use & real or nominal power of clairvoyance 
aS & means of pecuniary gain. So far ts she 
from ever having given any public exhibition 

of her peculiar gift that her parents, through 
a modest dread of publicity, havo hardly al- 
lowed a knowledge of the child's abilities to 
reach so far as to their nearest neighbors. 
It was with the utmost reluctance that they 
were induced to furnish the facts of the 


case. 

In addition to her power of prophecy the 
little girl shows eVidences of a memory so 
extraordinary as to.seem to border upon the 
miraculous. Her vocabulary is substantial- 
ly the same as that of a well-informed person 
of mature years. Only in the juvenile quality 
of her voice does her serious conversation 
reveal the child; her pronunciation is dis- 
tinctly free from any and all of those little 
deficiencies and -eccentriefties that consti- 
tute what is termed “* baby talk. This dia- 
lect of childhood she never used- to the re- 
gret of her parents, who, parentlike, wished 
to prolong their daughter's. childhood period 
as long as possible. 

Winnifred's thoughts and visions naturally 
are concerned mostly with such matters as 
household discussion brings before her at- 
tention. Perhaps her most frequent 
prophecy is of a visit from an unexpected 
guest, or of the fact that an expected visitor 
will. not come. These predictions are made 
without: the slightest of accountable means. 
of foreknowledge on the culld's part.

Mrs. Cline was dis- 
posed to be anxious and told Mrs. McNally 
that she could not understand why “ Sam 
had not written. Mrs. McNally assured her 
daughter that pressure of business was 
undoubtedly the cause of Mr. Cline’s failure 
to write the night before, and expressed 
confidence that they would hear from him 
the next morning. :

Uvered a letter. The letter was from Mrs. 
Vall, stating that she was settled in her 
new home, and inviting Mrs. McNall¥ to 
bring Winnifred to spend with her the day 
on which the letter was received. Accept- 
ance of the invitation verified the augury.

It further should be borne 
in mind that the child was absolutely with- 
out any of the ordinary means of knowing 
that the call would be made.

after I enliste@ before we were ordered to 
Portsmouth, re we took transport ships. 
We went by Graltar, I remember, but as 
for the rest of ‘the way I couldn't te!l-much, 
being no navigator. Besides, I was pretty 
seasick. I know we reached the Dardanelles 
at last and sailed through them into the 
Black Sea. It was a handsome sight going 
by Constantingple, You ought to see the 
great Turkish4prtresses there. They are the 
finest in the werld, always excepting Gib- 
raltar. Then we were landed somewhere on 
the coast on thp snow N got ready to go 
to ichting. ̃ : 
Snow Is Everywhere. 

“Snow? Wh, of course, everything was 
snow. And it Was horribly cold. I froze my 
left foot after the battle of Inkerman, and 
I can’t wear a hoe to this day without cut- 
ting and pat it. The snow is properly 
like what we haye here. Once in a long time 
you see a storm in Chicago that is like the 
regular thing in Russia. The show falls wet 
there, almost slush, and freezes after it gets 
down. It turn as hard as steel after the 
first night. I 5 elghteen- pound an- 
non with their ſeams of horses go galloping 
into action over the crust of the snow and 
hardly leave a ace to show where they had 
run. And this gnow is so deep that fences, 
small houses, and even little trees are cov- 
ered up. You gan imagine what kind of a 
country that is; where you have to met snow 
to get a drink, @nd where you can Bo across 
the land on skates. I don’t want to live 
there. I nearly starved and thirsted to 
death, as well as froze. We didn't have 
anything but Gibraltar’ (hard tack) and 
salt pork to live on, and often had to eat 
snow for a drink, 

“We landed hear Balaklava; I guess, on 
Nov. 14, 1854. There was about 45,000 of the 
English troops; The French were near 
there, but . fight with us. They 
kept the two agmigs separate, because there 
was small love lost between us. The French 
did good fighting though, only it was largely 
due to . who was an Irish- 
man. That rshal McMahon was the 
greatest fighter who ever lived, and he 
came from Dublin. But the French, I hold, 
are next bestito the English. If it hadn't 
been for treachery they would have whipped 
the Germans, and I know it. 

It was a mountainous seacoast we were

Becayjse they are the wickedest 
fighters on eafth. They are a little afraid on 
the first flre, but after that the divil won't 
get them to//turn their backs. That's the 
reason England keeps such a close hold on 
Ireland. She knows well if she loses the 
Irish she los the best of her army; and 
she will never part with the oll sod. 


Best Men for Work. 

“T think, tho, Captain Nolan wanted his 
countrymen b share the honor of the great 
victory he thought he was going to win. 
But, anyway, he knew the best men for his 
work, and he had 600 of them picked. He 
died a coupi@ of years ago in Ireland, but 
though theré)was a court-martial afterward 
and lots of hard things said about him, I 
think the Irigh people never felt much re- 
sentment against him. He was one of their 
own kind. 

By the tithe we were formed up it was a 


little after 4 o’clock, I think. We were led | 
around the hill and told to draw our 
and charge.

say ‘charge on the guns,’ either, because 
it was tha Russian horse we were charging 
and about all of them there was. So over 
the hard snow we galloped like a shot into 
the heart of the Cossacks, 

1 don’t remember much of what hap- 
pened then. I know they fired at us from 
both flanks as well as from in front, and 
almost everybody got hit. Then the Cos- 
sacks surrounded us, and commenced fight- 
ing with their sabers. We hadn't more than 
got in when the trumpet (“ bugle,” you call 
it) sounded the retreat. We turned around 
then and cut our way out somehow, the 
divil couldn't tell how we got out. They fol- 
lowed us until we got close to our lines, 
where the Fifty-fifth Infantry and the ar- 
tillery protected what there was left of us. 
We weren't in more than fifteen minutes, I 
guess, but only 236 of us came out alive, and 
that few was scattered about in the hos- 
pitals for months afterwards. 


Wounded All Over. 


“T got cut all over with sabers. Two of 
the worst slashes were across my bridle 
hand, and you can see them now. A bullet 
grazed my shin bone and left a scar, too, 
though at the time I didn’t know I was hit. 
The same ball went ahead and broke my 
mare’s hip. I got her out with me, though; 
no man who was dismounted evér came 
alive out of that hell. But my poor horse 
had to be shot that night, and when they 
told me in the hospital I cried. She was a 
pretty creature. 

But the worst I got was a piece of wad- 
ding or dirt of some kind in my eye. The 
doctors at the hospital had to take the eye- 
ball out of the socket and scrape it, and it’s 
a Üttle twisted ever since. I was in the 
Scotaria Hospital for three weeks, and O, 
man! but it was cold. We were just kept in 
cots under tents, and were hungry and 
thirsty,too. That was an awful winter. 

“After that the principal business of our 
troops was to escort the nurses and baggage 
wagons while we were moving about the 
country. |I saw the battle of Inkerman, but 
the cavalry didn’t fight. Then we were at 
the siege of Sebastopol, and spent six long 
months while the royal engineers under- 
mined the fortresses, and blew the Russians 
up into the air. When it finahy capitulated 
we reversed arms in token of peace and got 
aboard the transports again. 

Let me tell you it was the Irish that beat 
the Russians. Every time we met them, 
except in the one little charge at Balaklava, 
we won, and the French victories were prin- 
cipally due to Marshal MacMahon. If ever 
England has to fight Russia in the years to 
come she better put her Irish troops in front. 


When the War Closed. 


We went back to England after my first 
and last campaign. We were stationed in 
Newbridge Barracks in Kildare, Ireland. 
We cut a pretty big figure then. Weali had 
lashins of good English gold in our pock- 
ets, because you couldn't spend anything in 
Russia, and the girls all thought we were 
just the right sort. I was married then, and 
my wife is still alive herein Chicago. I have 
grandchildren here, too. 

“I left the army just before I was mar- 
ried, but spent four years in Ireland getting 
the military cut out of my hair and the 
print of the stock out of my neck. In 1860, 
the 14th of March, I landed in New York 
City with. my wife. Before the day was 
done | went to work for the Adams Express 
at 50 Broadway. My trade is carpenter and 
wheelwright, but I was weighmaster for the 
company. I was with them until 1893 con- 
tinuously, the last part of the time in Chi- 
cago. 

In the summer when Garfield was shot 
I was sent by President John High of the 
Adams Express to Chicago to sort freight 
on the cars. I worked with Johnny High 
before he got his big positions and he knew 
me well and always looked after me. Now 
I make pickles and horseradish for a living 
and sell them at restaurants.“ 


Which Is Right? 


Such is old Jerry Ryan's story, the un- 
varnished narrative of a man who has seen 
what he tells about. That he was not killed 
In the fateful charge of the Light Brigade, 
but was spared to fall through a sidewalk 
and break his leg, he does not consider 
miraculous or remarkable. No man, he 
says, is killed tn battle until his time is 
come, and then it makes no difference what 
is the instrument. He instances cases of 
troopers whom he saw come back alive from 
heavy battles only to be killed by having 
their horses shy at a dog. He saw the snow 
so thickly covered with human bodies that 
there was not room for his horse to pick 
its way, yet he felt no fear himself. 

Is Lord Tennyson’s story of the charge 
of the Light Brigade correct or was ita 
case of somebody blundered’’? Was 
there ever a Light Brigade, in the first place, 
or was it simply a body of light horse picked 
from several regiments? Did this body of 
soliders storm a battery or did it charge 
the Russian cavalry? Was the devoted 
band surrounded by cannon and“ stormed 
at by shot and shell,“ or was it the Cos- 
sacks who did the surrounding, and just 
shot alone used? Did they saber the gun- 
ners there’’ or were there no gunners to 
saber?’ ‘“‘ Thundered " rhymes with hun- 
dred,“ and is it not possible that the exi- 
gencies of poetical version compelled the 
great Laureate to add the cannons and 
their thunder on account of the mechanical 
difficulties of expression? 

These questions each can decide for him- 
eelf. There is one point, however, on which 
there is no controversy. It is the wonderful 
daring of the charge and the honor due to 
the noble 600.“ 
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PLANS UNDERGROUND ROADS 
TO CURE THE TRANSIT EVIL.

General Sooysmith Schemes the Construction of Subways to 
Accommodate the Growing Traffic of Chicago and 
Oive the Streets Back to the People. 


HOW SUCH A DOWN-TOWN SYSTEM MIGHT BE LAID OUT 


LDERMAN JOHN POWERS last 
week introduced in the City Council 
an ordinance granting a franchise 
for a subway under the streets and 
alleys of the business parts of the 

city for the accommodation of the city sew- 
ers and water pipes as well as gaspipes and 
electric light, telephone, and telegraph con- 
duits. While Alderman Powers and Com- 
missioner of Public Works McGann dispute 
the authorship of this suggestion, the en- 
gineer in charge of the foundation work of 
the new federal building, General William 
Sooysmith, proposes that the subway shall 
be big enough to accommodate not only the 
pépes and canduits on whose account the 
streets are so often torn up, but the street 
railways and the suburban trains of the 
steam railways as well. He thinks that 
when the subway is built it ought to settle 
a number of vexed questions at once. The 
subway he proposes would carry the pipes 
and conduits in side galleries, where they 
could be repaired or renewed with as much 
ease as if in a tunnel twenty feet in diameter, 
and in his opinion it would forever settle 
the rapid transit problem in Chicago. 

It is likely that more people would be in- 
terested in General Sooysmith’s subway 
than in that proposed by Alderman Powers. 
Commuters would multiply if they could 
enter the trains for Wilmette, Oak Park, 
Chicago Lawn, or” Suburbanville in gen- 
eral at State and Madison or La Salle and 
Jackson streets instead of having to walk 
half a mile across the Chicago River or 
through muddy streets south of the business 
district. 

Patrons of the street railway companies 
would have only kind words for the man- 
agers if all the cars passed through all parts 
of the commercial center and the passen- 
gers were assured of a speedy and safe 
passage home pes having to hang on to 

strap half the way. 
2 yen one Goubt that both these things 
are possible General William Sooysmith be- 
lieves himself able to convince him of the 
ntrary. 

1 — Sooysmith is working out plans 
for a double deck underground loop or sys- 
tem of loops, in which the surface trolley 
cars are to be accommodated in the upper 
series of tracks when the city speaks the 
word, and the suburban service of the steam 
railways, with electrical equipment, be it re- 
membered, will traverse the entire business 
center by way of the tracks on the lower 
level. He is and has always been an oppo- 
nent of elevated railways. He maintains 
that tunnels have been proven to be more 
satisfactory than an overhead structure of 
steel, and strenuously insists that the only 
rational solution of the problem of rapid 
transit is offered by the underground rail- 
way. N 

The construction of the Union Loop 
through the busy streets of the South Side 
General Sooysmith regards and has always 
regarded as a huge mistake, which will one 
day be regretted. He does not admit that 
it has solved the problem of rapid transit 
for Chicago, and believes that, in addition 
to darkening the thoroughfares of the in- 
dustrial heart of the city and disfiguring the 
city as a whole, the Union Loop is totally 
incapable of accommodating the traffic that 
would in time naturally pass over it. How- 
ever, accepting the mischief as done, he as- 
serts that there is ample room fora liberal 
system of underground connecting lines, 
and he entertains no doubt that the capital 


for such a work could be secured in ample 
proportions whenever the city decided the 
improvement should be made, 


City Needs the Subway. 


No city the world needs and in future 
will need: more and more the aid of the sub- 
way in facilitating passage to and 
from the congested business. center, 
as no city of importance in this 
country has so small an area available for 
the down-town business. Likewise no city 
in this country is better adapted for a sub- 
way than Chicago, the soil and the level 
nature of the ground alike rendering its 
construction economical and the structure 
enduring. Were property-owners adequate- 
ly compensated for damage inflicted by the 
unsightly elevated structures, General Sooy- 
smith asserts with the confidence of ap ex- 
perienced civil engineer and contractor that 
the subway would be found more economical 
to build as well as safer to operate and pleas- 
anter to travel in than the elevated rouds. 

Owing to the general desire to pave the 
down-town ‘streets with asphalt and to e- 
move the street car tracks from them, Gen- 
eral Sooysmith has concluded that this is 
the fittest time to renew his studies in un- 
derground railways. 

General Sooysmith does not think any 
scheme of rapid transit is final or satis- 
factory which does not utilize to the utmost 
the wonderful spiderweb of railway tracks 
which pierce the city in every direction and 
belt it several times. He would like to see 
a harmonious plan evolved which would 
bring the street railways and the steam 
railways into cofperation rather than de- 
structive competition, and in his view the 
electrical engineers have prepared the way 
for doing so. 

The indispensable feature of the plan is a 
System .of underground down-town loops, 
whieh would enable every urban or smour- 
ban passenger entering or leaving the bus!- 
mess center to reach his place of business 
or his home without a long and tedious walk. 

State street, the artery of the retail trade 
and the shopping center, would naturally be 
the main thoroughfare of the loop system. 
General Sooysmith would build a subway 
with eight tracks beneath the broad pave- 
ment of State street, four for the surface 
lines, and four for the suburban service of the 
steam railways. Convenient and roomy sta- 
tions would be located at frequent intervals, 
ample, like the track room, for an enormous 
traffic. 


Route of the Loop. 


It is believed the subway loops offer the 
most feasible means of enlarging the down- 
town district by allowing it to lap over into 
the West Side and North Side. 

For the probable route of the suburban 
service loop the great railway arteries on 
both the east and west sides of the South 
Branch and on the north side of the river 
proper naturally suggest themselves as 
links in the chain. The suburban tracks 
would be removed from the present terminal 
yards and placed in tunnels underneath the 
freight and through passenger tracks. Com- 
ing from ihe south the Chicago and Alton, 
Burlington, and Pennsylvania railway sub- 
urban trains would enter the tunnel south 
of Harrison street, pass under the Union 
Depot, where an underground station would 
be built, join the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul commuters’ trains and those of the 


Pennsylvania running west, as well as the

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great Chicago and Northwestern suburban 
system, pass under the North Branch, and 
continue under the Northwestern Depot, 
through North Water street, under the river 
near the State street bridge, and down State 
to Polk street, whence the loop would run 
west to the starting point. 

Trains in the suburban service entering 
Dearborn station would pass under the reg- 
ular car platform and go north in State to 
Randolph street, turn west and so south 
again in La Salle street, the tracks dividing 
at. the Board of Trade and completing the 
circuit in Pacific and Sherman avenues to 
Polk street, passing under the Rock Island 
Depot.. The Wisconsin Central, Northern 
Pacific, Baltimore and Ohio, and other lines 
using the Grand Central Station at Fifth 
avenue and Harrison street would either 
enter the loop by a spur directly eastward 
from the station or would divert their tracks 


into the south branch of the loop in Polk 


street. 
How Trains Will Run. 


Trains for the north would complete the 
circuit by using the tracks leading under the 
Union Depot. With four tracks on the West 
and North Sides, four in State street, and 
from two to four in the other streets in the 
system, it would be difficult to conceive of 
the traffic ever exceeding the capacity of the 
terminal facilities. 

The Illinois Central, which now enjoys the 
best terminal facilities of any road in the 
city, would perhaps be the last to desire the 
use of the loop. The outward pressure of 
the concentrated, throbbing industrial life in. 
the down-town district is bound, however, to 


push its limits across the river, whether the 


bridging nuisance be abolished in one way 
or another. With business now conducted 
in the half-mile square bounded by the pres- 
ent Union Loop, spread over to Halsted on 
the west and half-way to Chicago avenue on 
the north, the Llllinois Central would find 
itself in almost as great need of loop priv- 
ileges as any.other road in the city, and ar- 
rangements might then be made for the joint 
use of its lake front track room by other 
loop tenants as a compensation for the use 
by the Central of other branches of the loop 
in the same manner that the Pennsylvania 
and Northwestern companies are presumed 
to have agreed to permit tne use of their 
property by the other loop tenants. The IIIl- 
nois Central tracks would be available for 
either surface or suburban cars as the 
necessities of the case might decree. Their 
suburban tracks would be lowered before 
reaching Randolph street and turned west- 
ward to State street, where they would con- 
nect with the surface car or suburban loop, 
as might be deemed best. 


Trolley Car Loop. 


The surface car loop, under this plan, 
would, as stated, extend the length of the 
business district im State street, forming the 
top story of the double-deck tunnet or sub- 
way in that thoroughfaré. With the I'inois 
Central tracks also at the disposal of the 
surface cars and lines in Randolph street as 
a part of the double-deck subway, or in 
Washington street, in case independent tun- 
nels should be deemed more advisable, 
Franklin street would Offer perhaps the 
greatest advantages for the western branch 
of the system. The loop would extend 
south to Harrison street and pass under the 
river at two or three points on the West 
side and one on the North. 

To afford convenient inclines and for the 
passage of cars to and from the loop on the 
North and West Sides subways might then 
be built in Desplaines and Indiana streets, 
extending from Harrison to Lake streets and 
from North Market to State street respect- 
ively, either of two methods of bringing 
the cars into the loop could be adopted. In- 
clines could be built extending to each of 
the main surface lines running north and 
west, or three or four pleces of West and 
North Side property could be acquired and 
tracks from various lines converged to a 
common incline. This mode would be the 
more economical, as it would render the 
North and West Side branches of the loop 
unnecessary, the loop connections being 
made directly from the point of convergence 
to the loop on the South Side. It was sug- 
gested that the West Side branch of the 
loop would be more useful than the North 
Side branch and that the latter could 
profitably be dispensed with in favor of the 
simpler plan. 


South Side Cars. 


The South Side cars would afford no dif- 

ficulties to the engineer, coming into the 
business district as 
three streets only. 
State street, which ex- 
tended southward in case of necessity for 
the accommodation of State street and Wa- 
bash avenue cars, and enother in Clark 
Street, would solve the problem. 

The avoidance of grade crossings was one 
of the main considerations which have led 
to the double deck subway proposition. Ow- 
ing to the necessity of crossing under the 
river at a depth sufficient to allow the pas- 
sage of the largest vessels that may ever 
be used on the great lakes, separate tunnels 
would be employed for the two loops, except 
in some portions of the South Side system. 

The top of the tunnel would be brought as 
close to the surface as possible without the 
employment of steep grades, 


Stations Are Convenient. 


For a four track tunnel forty-eight feet 
inside space is required and half that amount 
for a two track subway. The station plat- 
forms would naturally demand considerable 
additional room. In State street the plat- 
forms would be located so that each might 
accommodate two tracks. The entrance to 
the station stairs would be located either in 
the inner edge of broad sidewalks or in 
space secured in private property, the stairs 
leading by broad flights to the two loop 
levels passing between the roof of the car 
tunnel and the pavement and for the lower 
level between the two tunnels. In some in- 
stances space for elevators to the tracks 
would be secured. In no*event, however, 
would the ascent from a subway station be 
greater than it is to many elevated rail- 
way stations and as a rule it would be much 


less.

Those men do not seem to be doing as 
much business as the women?“ 

Business!“ the dark eyes flashed witha 
sudden fire of contempt. ‘*Do you know 
what the business of those miserable little 
wretches is? They are the bane of every 
woman who comes here—their only object 
is to hang around and try to make some lit- 
tle deal for some of them on a trifling com- 
mission as a mere cloak for their purpose 
of borrowing moſtey or asking them to take 
them out to lunch. Do you see that slinking 
object in the doorway? He is a parasite of 
the lowest type. I have been transacting 
business here for six months, and to my cer- 
tain knowledge he has never done anything 
to earn a living except to borrow money 
which he never repays. I wish that every 
one of them could be fired out and made to 
keep their distance.“ 

“This is astonishing.“ said the reporter. 
„Why are these men tolerated?” 

„ do not know, except that they nearly 
always manage to get a hold on the women 
by telling them of fabulous pointers, inside 
information, and so on, and the women are 
big enough fools to believe that some day the 
men Will be of service to them.“ 

„ Still, it must be rather expensive to take 
these men out to lunch every day.“ 

The little woman laugheed aloud. 

‘Expensive! Do you know where most 
of these people eat? In a certain cafeteria 
not far from here, and the limit of most 
orders is 15 cents. Ten cents for pork and 
beans is better. I went down one day ona 
rare invitation, and my order came to 25 
cents. I was quite embarrassed, as no one 
else had ordered over 15 cents’ worth. I 
never went again. These men are the lowest 
creatures who come up here; most of the 
women are respectable, but these men are 
lazy, dirty, ignorant, and infinitely low, and 
all they are after is to get money and a free 
meal out of the women.

It is strange but true that out of moore 
than the 100 women fully two-thirds Were 
middle aged or more, and were not only re- 
spectable in appearance, but were so emi- 
nently quiet and sedate that one would nat- 
urally expect to find them anywhere else in 
the world than in a bucket-shop. 


Respectable Old Women. 


Directly in front of the big blackboard 
where the long columns registered the fig- 
ures as they were written down by the man 
with the sharp, gray @yes and the white 
silk handkerchief was a long row of chairs 
filled with the older women. All were old, 
past 50 at least, and in some cases over 60 
or possibly 70. All had the white or gray 
hair. The plain black gowns in which they 
were dressed showed but trifling and un- 
important fluctuations in the scale of shab- 
biness; the severely plain black velvet bon- 
nets were survivors of a season long past; 
not one showed so much jewelry as a pin, 
with the sole exception of one woman who 
had at her throat a big, old fashioned cameo 
breastpin. Most of them showed the plain 
gold wedding band; black shawls slipped 
off of their withered shoulders; they peered 
anxiously through their spectacles at the 
board and whispered quietly to a compan- 
ion; wisps of ragged gray hair escaped and 
waved from below the little black bonnets. 
Heavy, thick-soled shoes stuck out from 
the hems of the modest black gowns; they 
grasped worn silk reticules in their nervous 
fingers and got out the small sum which in 
most instances they did not have the nerve 
to invest. 

And these women were speculating. It was 
almost incredible. They looked _ infiritely 
more like one of Mary E. Wilkins’ typer of 
old maids or like a New England housewife 
of the careful and economical type.

„That woman has lost a fortune in spec- 
ulating. She Is 58. She has been speculating 
for about fifteen years, and she has lost over 
$20,000. At one time she owned valvable 
real estate here in the city, but after her 
bank account was exhausted she began on 
her other assets, and soon it was the old 
story over. Her family and friends begged 
her to.desist. For a time it was thcught 
that she had done so, then they discovered 
that she was still conducting her operations 
in a more quiet manner. : 

„After the family fracas that ensued as a 
result of this discovery she went back open- 
ly and has been at it ever since. Five years 
ago her only daughter was married. It was 
supposed that a certain house was to be 
her wedding gift, her mother’s only remain- 
ing piece of property. On the morning of 


| 


the wedding day the mother confessed that 
it had gone some time since to pay for bor- 
rowed money she had obtained in order to 
continue her speculation. The daughter 
wept, and it was a gloomy wedding day, for 
she and her husband had looked forward 
to having this house for their home and 
they had intended to take the mether with 
them and try to win her from her feverish 
life. Ever since then the unhappy mother 
has pursued the demon of the pit with 
more ardor than ever. ‘I must win a heme 
for Caroline,’ she says all the time. Those 
two old women sitting side by side near the 
other end have both lost thousands. They 
are both church members, and at one time 
they were very prominent in church work. 
Now they are here every day, but they have 
scarcely any money and they make only 
small bets. Both of them believe that some 
day they will catch the market just right 
and make a fortune.“ 


Made Seventy-five Cents Apiece. 


It was just at this point that the woman 
with a voice like a brakeman cried out, 
Wheat 94and%.’”’ 

Half a dozen women made a rush for the 
office and pushed their money at the ferret- 
faced man, saying: buy me a thousand 
Wheat.“ The two old women fell over one 
another in their haste to join the crowd. 
Five minutes later wheat had reached 94%, 
and the two old ladieg had made 75 cents 
apiece! Their joy was evident. It was a 
highly prosperous morning for them. 

The woman with a voice like a brakeman 
placed her hands on her hips and surveyed 
the room disdainfully. She had plunged 
recklessly and had pulled out with the Klon- 
dikian fortune of $5. She was an Armour 
in petticoats. The lady whose bonnet 
strings fell down her back surveyed her 
with her mouth wide op Four or five of 
the Great Unwashed hanging about the door 
licked their chops hungrily. Here was prey 
indeed, providing an avenue could be found 
to that plethoric pocketbook. 

“I think I'll try May wheat,” said the re- 
porter, 

The dark-eyed woman shook her head. 
Don't do it,“ she said. 

The woman with a voice like a brakeman 
had just informed the crowd that May wheat 
was 4%, and the ferret-faced man inside of 
the window was busy taking money. He 
took the reporter’s with the rest. Less than 
flve minutes later the reporter had lost $5. 

I told you so,” said the plump woman. 
Come out into the hall with me and 1 will 
show you the greatest character you will 
find up here. Do you see that big woman 
with the immense black hat covered with 
plumes? Whoisshe? I don't know. I don’t 
know whether anybody knows. I know that 
she goes by the names of Brown-Forsythe- 
Kennedy, and that she claims to be a hyp- 
notist. She is popularly known as Nimble- 
Fingered Lou of the Levee. She places 
deals and claims to have inside information 
on transactions. Keep clear of her.” A 
door swung open and in the room the re- 
porter saw a group of women sitting around 
a ticker. 

* What kind of an office is in here? 

“ There is a woman in there who has a sys- 
tem. She says that she paid $300 to learn it, 
and she charges a higher commission than 
the others for the privilege of playing it. 1 
have $40 on wheat up in there now.“ 

„Do you think a system is better than 
the other way?” 

„No way is better.“ All are bad and some 
are worse than others. The only safe way is 
to keep out of it. 

“But this.is your business and you are 


on a split?’ 


Stock Exchange. Still, it is all a losing 
game any way you fix it. I have made $700 
in one day and lost it all within forty-eight 
hours. I have made $80 and $00 a day, and 
still in the end I lose. 

“I am surprised that you should continue 
this when you know so well the chances 
you are taking and how you are coming out. 
Why do you do it?’ 


Why They Speculate. 

Because I must make my living in some 
way, and I have an invalid husband to sup- 
port. I am not fitted for a business career 
and I do not know of anything I can do but 
this. More than two-thirds of the women 
here are the mothers of families and are 
eking out a little income, in many instances 
Supporting an idle, worthless man who 
should himself be gut in the world earning a 
living. I am thankful to say that my hus- 
band always supported me well until it was 
impossible for him to work any more.” 

The little woman stopped suddenly. There 
was a misty look about her eyes. It was 
the only touch of any ot the tenderer human 
sentiments in four hours’ observation. 

Stories! I could tell you more stories 
than you could remember. See that old 
woman with the veil tied around her bon- 
net? She has lost over $7,000 in specula- 
tion. One day last week she came to me and 
said, ‘I have $1.25; will you go in with me 
I ‘was sorry for her and said 
‘Certainly.’ She pulled out her money, a 
lot of chicken feed,’ and on counting it 
found that she lacked eight cents of the 
$1.25. I made it up and we made the split 
and won 75 cents apiece. lt was the first 
good luck she had had for a long time. She 
was delighted and kept on speculating. Her 
luck seemed to have turned, and in less than 
a week she had made $15 on short deals in 
May wheat. Last Friday she came to me 
and borrowed money for luncn.” 

** Seventy-five cents seems a very small 
sum to get for all this nervous strain, liv- 
ing in such an atmosphere, keeping one’s 
nerves at such a tension, and spending so 
many hours a day amid surroundings that 
have not a trace of the feminine in them. 
Do many of the women play for such small 
sums? 

How little you realize the state to which 
many of these women are brought! They, 
many of them, are almost penniless. Fre- 
quently they come here in the morning and 
borrow money with which to begin the 
day’s operations. Most of them are afraid 
to make pig deals, even if they had the 
money, for women are constitutionally 
timid about such things, and I could show 
you from twenty to thirty women right 
here who are satisfied if they make 10 or 15 
cents on a thousand wheat by going in with 
another woman on a split. If they make 
75 cents it is a big day for them. 

It was nearly Lo clock. The reporter made 
a grand circuit of the rooms and halls. All 
the offices seemed to be doing a rushing 
business now. The apathy of the early 
morning hours had given place to the fever- 
ish activity of the closing quotations. The 
Same scenes were repeated everywhere. 
There were restless, nervous women, burn- 
ing with the desire to make a fortune, yet 
hesitating to stake a dollar; dirty, leering 
men with a furtive wink in the eye; sharp- 
nosed men inside of the cages where the 
money was shoved in with trembling fin- 
gers; the incessant click of the ticker; the 
half muffled. shouts that floated up from 
the Open Board of Trade below; the nauseat- 
ing air. 

Women skurried into rooms with closed 
doors only to skurry out again in a few 
minutes with an added nervousness: men 
beckoned women into dingy corners and 
held close conversation with them: women 
gave a half concealed signal to men and 
slipped behind the elevator for a few min- 
utes’ conversation; dingy pocketbooks were 
opened and a few dollars changed hands; 
there was something indescribably signifi- 
cant of sub rosa business about it all. 

The air was sickening; there was a 
scorched feeling in the throat. The reporter 
sought the elevator. 

The quotations were just closed. 

The girl with a voice like a brakeman came 
out of the room near the elevator and said: 
The market is too shaky till December 
wheat goes out. I'm not going to do much 
the rest of the week. 


MAY NUMBER PEOPLE ONLY. 


Twelfth Census Will Perhaps Take into 
Account Statistics of No 
Other Sort. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 14.—[Special. |— 
Senator Thomas H Carter, chairman of the 
United States Senate Committee on Census, 
writing for Tue TRIBUNE of the prepara- 
tions for the twelfth census, says: 

A preliminary bill contemplating the in- 
auguration of the twelfth census is now 
pending before the Senate, and will doubt- 
less receive consideration in January. 

The bill provides for the appointment of 
a director and assistant“ director of the 
census by the President, and likewise pro- 
vides for the appointment of five principal 
statisticians and certain subordinates of a 
force intended to assist in the performance 
of the preliminary work. 

The total force contempiated by the bill 
is limited to thirty-two. The director of the 
census is required at the earliest practicable 
date to submit to Congress a general plan 
for the work to be performed. 

Upon the submission of the proposed plan 
Congress will be called upon to pass the law 
providing the machinery and specifying the 
details for its execution. The scope and ex- 
tent of the census will then be defined. 

It is confidently hoped that this fina] leg- 
islative act will be passed before the first of 
April, so as to allow ample time for prepgra- 
tion. 

Two opinions seem to obtain in regard to 
the scope of the census. One view is that 
the bureau should be employed to gather a 
great variety of general information in 
statistical form. According to this idea the 
interrogatories to be propounded by the 
enumerators extend over a wide field of in- 
quiry and involve much labor, with cumber- 
some details. So heavy did the inquiries 
burden the eleventh census that two of the 
census reports are still incomplete, and at 
least one of them will not be published until 
some indefinite time in the future. 

The other, and apparently the better opin- 
ion, is that the census should be limited in 
its scope to an enumeration of the population 
and the collection of statistics directly enn- 
cerning the people and not specially relating 
to their business affairs. Statistics eight or 
ten years old are of little value in this rap- 
idly moving age. Facts collected are of no 
value to the country until made public, and 
where the field of inquiry is so broad as to 
retard the publication of the reports for 
many years after the information is col- 
lected the work is rendered valueless. 

It is quite probable that the twelfth 
census will be confined to an enumeration 
of the people, supplemented by a few per- 
tinent inquiries as to the age, nativity, and 
social relations of the individuals. Informa- 
tion concerning farm mortgages, manu- 
factories, internal trade, and kindred sub- 
jects of special Interest from an economic 
point of view, can be collated from year to 
year through a statistical bureau specially 
organized for the purpose, in a more ef- 
fective manner and at less expense than 
through the agency of the census bureau, 
the work of which should be promptly done 
and speedily reported.

As one 
looks through three of the great salons at a 
Sweep it is enchanting, a beautiful setting 
for the blackest sin of Europe. : 


Only Two Games Played. 


There are only two games played at 
Monte Carlo, roulette and “trente et 
quarante.” The first is decided by an 
ivory ball set spinning in a circular dish 
like a piece of wood, and the other by 
/ cards. Roulette is the favorite game, 
however, for it is easier for the novice 
to understand, and the innocent tourist 
satisfies his conscience by taking this in 
place of the game in which cards are used. 

Bight men called croupiers are at each 
table, and one calis out when the play 
begins, *‘ Messieurs, faites vas jeux 
(gentlemen, miake your play). Then the 
eager people scramble closer to place their 
money, the croupier starts the wheel spin- 
ning in one direction and with a little twirl 
sets a little ivory ball, the size of a common 
marble, whirling in an opposite direction in 
the dish-like wheel. Just .before the ball 
setties the croupler calls, Rien ne va plus 
(nothing more is to be staked), and then all 
eyes are feverishly fixed on the little ball 
that tumbles and rolls about and finally 
drops into some little space and the number 
above it tells the tale of winnings or losses. 

To explain further the game would take 
too long, but it is interesting to know that 
the largest sum any player can make on a 
single bet is $1,260 and the smallest $1. The 
largest amount a player can win on a singie 
roll of the ball is $21,242, and he can only, 
do this by playing the limit on all the 
chances in which the winning number 
figures, and, of course, this very, very 
rarely happens. This is in roulette. 

With trente et quarante the bets are 
much heavier, while the advantage in favor 
of the bank is less by considerable. The 
smallest bet allowed is 20 francs ($4), and 
the largest is 12,000 francs ($2,400). 

While the majority of players at this 
game bet only 100 or 200 francs at a time, 
one can always find a few plungers at each 
table, staking rashly all the way from 5,000 
to 20,000 francs. | 

Including the time spent in paying out 
the winnings, a deal occupies but three or 
four minutes, but betting $2,000 or $3,000 
every few minutes is quite rapid enough 
to suit most people, especially when they 
are losing. With this rate of speed one can 
imagine the vast sums of money that are 
changing hands in a day at the casino. 

All the gaming is done entirely with ac- 
tual money. No checks or counters are used 
and credit is given to no one. All gambling |

The combination per- 
haps does not sound attractive, but in reality 
it was. 

The skirt was made to fit the hips closely 
in front and at the sides, and at the back 
was a small bustle, over which the velvet 
was gathered in round, quill-like gathers.

Nearly One Hundred a Week. 


These fourteen cases are in no sense a rec- 
ord ofan extraordinary day, but, on the con- 
trary, there are three hundred and sixty- 
Ave days in the year fust like it. The only 
extraordinary thing about the record is that 
it wag to be found in a single Paris nows- 
paper, The Parisian does not realize what 
a city he is living in, because he confines 
his reading to one paper, which considers it- 
self emterprising if it gets one-tenth of the 
local hews. 
Few men in Paris venture out in the even- 
ing without a revolver. This is so because 
a man is almcst as likely to be attacked in 
4 quarter alive with people as in one of dark, 
lonely streets. Nor does the respectability 
of the neighborhood insure his immunity. 
About his only chance for safety lies in his 
i taking a cab, and the ubiquity and cheap- 
‘ness of cabs operate to keep down the per- 
centage of nocturnal attacks. As for the 
subur n districts, it is a very brave or a 
very Careless man that ventures into their 
streets after 10 o'clock at night. Neuilly, 
Levallois-Peret, Billancourt, and Pantin are 
‘partiquiarly dangerous. In each of these 
laces’ there ore, and have been for many 
‘years, bands of thugs and marauders which 
the 1 have been totally unable to break 
up. the neighborhood of the fortifica- 
tions the situation is even worse. 
) These facts are all perfectly well known to 
the @iitor who “wonders what Chicago 
would think of Paris,” as they are known 
to most Parisians, but the chance to throw 
a brick is never lost by the Frenchman. 


Crimes of a Year. 


As fpr the growing sentiment among leg- 
‘islators that capital punishment ts brutal 
and should be abolished, perhaps no com- 
ment could de made that would present a 
bettert answer than a comparison between 
French crimes as they are and their punish- 
It will be sufficient to confine the list 
to the principal crime of murder, and to take

only those which occurred in Paris for a 


single year. Hereafter are summarized those 
tor the year 1896, those of the present year 
not having been yet disposed of by the 
pcourts, In consideration of this list it must 
be borne in mind that in not a single instance 
was the murderer condemned to death, and 
in but few cases was the penalty of life 
‘imprisonment imposéd. The sentences most 
common were two and four years’ imprison, 
ment. and there were eight acquittals. Here 
is thelist, in the order in which the murders 
were committed:
